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THE HAWAIIAN MISSION CHILDREN‘S SOCIETY 


THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Annual Meeting of the Cousins was held April 12, 1920, 
at three o’clock, being a part of the Centennial program, Presi- 
dent W. W. Chamberlain was in charge. 

The meeting was opened with a prayer by Rev. O. P. Emerson 
and the singing of the hymn, ‘‘From Greenland’s Icy Mountains.’’ 
The President’s address followed, which is printed entire. Short 
reports were read by the secretary, Mrs. R. W. Andrews, the 
treasurer, Lyle A. Dickey, and G. R. Carter for the trustees. 

It was moved that these reports with the secretary’s minutes 
be accepted and ordered printed. . 

A collection was taken amounting to $217.42. 

The Nominating Committee, chairman W. J. Forbes, announced 
the following officers, who were voted upon favorably: President, 
George P. Cooke; vice-president, D. Howard Hitchcock; secretary, 
Mrs. R. W. Andrews; treasurer, Lyle A. Dickey; recorder, R. W. 
Andrews. 

The usual appropriations, $100 for Armenians and $235 for 
educating pupils in the mission schools, voted at a Board of Man- 
agers meeting, was ratified by accepting the secretary’s report. 

The president called for remarks on the transfer of land, and 
W. O. Smith spoke at length on the business transactions with 
Kawaiahao Church and the City and County of Honolulu, which 
leaves the cemetery and the enlarged grounds in charge of the 
Cousins. The following resolution was then favorably voted 
upon: 

‘‘Resolved, That this Society approve the acts of the president 
and treasurer in executing the agreement made the 9th day of 
January, 1920, between Kawaiahao Church and the Hawaiian 
Mission Children’s Society, whereby the trustees of said Church 
conveyed to the Society 5577 square feet of land, now included in 
Kawaiahao Street but which has been deeded to said Kawaiahao 
Church, together with the present Mission cemetery lot, to be 
used and maintained by said Society for cemetery purposes, and 
when not so used for a period of one year, said right shall cease 
and revert to Kawaiahao Church; and 

‘‘Purther, the execution of the agreement dated the 30th day 
of, January, 1920, between Kawaiahao Church, Hawaiian Mission 
Children’s Society, City and County of Honolulu and the Territory 
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of Hawaii, whereby the said Society conveyed to the Territory of 
Hawaii 3420 square feet of land on Kawaiahao Street for road 
purposes, and received in exchange 527 square feet of land ad- 
joining the Honolulu Construction and Draying Company’s prop- 
erty, together with the use of the cemetery above referred to.’’ 

President Chamberlain told of the much work done in reno- 
vating the Chamberlain House and called for proposals as to the 
future use to be made of the building. If used as a museum 
furniture would be required in fitting it up, and a care-taker. 
Judge Dole moved that if it could be financed, the museum pro- 
posed by G. R. Carter become a permanent feature of the Chamber- 
lain House. It was so voted. 

Rev. J. Q. Adams, D. D., of Auburn Theological Seminary, 
after greetings held up a rare piece of Hawaiian tapa, supposed 
to be over 130 years old, presented to him on a former visit to 
the Islands, and which he now donated to the Mission Children’s 
Museum. This was received with applause and accepted with a 
vote of thanks from the Society. 

The roll was called promptly at four o’clock by companies and 
families, and it is notable that with the exception of the 11th 
company, which made the long journey from Boston in 224 days, 
arriving in 1844, every company was represented. The Pioneer 
Company had 26 descendants present, the 2nd Company 24, 3rd 
Company 91, 4th Company 22, 5th Company 64, 6th Company 16, 
7th Company 38, 8th Company 87, 9th Company 60, 10th Com- 
pany, including Rev. and Mrs. S. C. Damon who arrived the same 
year on the Victoria, 22, and 12th Company 3. Another fact 
brought out is that the 3rd Company, coming on the Parthian with 
the cranky captain and the four first unmarried women sent out 
as missionaries, also the large harmonious 8th Company, on the 
Mary Frazier, have stood well by their adopted country, the 
first bringing 91 and the latter 87 citizens to the review. 

Numerically, by families, there were present, Cookes 64, Judds 
63, Rices 41, Halls 34, Alexanders 31, Baldwins 21, Chamberlains 
19, Clarks 19, L. Smiths 15, J. W. Smiths 15, Castles 13, Lymans 
12, Thurstons 12, Binghams 11, Bonds 11, Bishops 10, Forbes 8, 
Armstrongs 6, Paris 6, L. Andrews 5, Damons 5, Wilcoxes 5, 
Johnsons 5, Diamonds 4, Gulicks 3, Hitchcocks 3, Whitneys 3, 
Kinneys 3, Doles 2, Emersons 2, Lyons 2, Rowells 2, and 1 from 
each of the Bailey, Dibble, Parker and Green families. 

This has been by far the most representative roll-call ever held, 
Centennial celebration bringing Cousins from the coast and from 
the other Islands. Next year, however, we want to enlarge the 
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number of contestants. It has been suggested that some one in 
each family be chosen to compute and send to the secretary the 
number of living decendants in that family. In that way all 
absent cousins as well as those in Honolulu will answer to the 
eall. 

At the close of the roll-call the photographer came and the 
meeting adjourned without the anticipated greetings, and with- 
out the parting song, especially appropriate today, ‘‘Blest be the 
Tie that Binds.’’ 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT FOR THE BOARD OF 
MANAGERS. 


We are today celebrating the Centennial Anniversary of the 
landing of the advance guard of those brave, devoted, unselfish, 
Christian men and women who came to these shores to bring the 
gospel of Christ to its inhabitants-and with it the arts and indus- 
tries of civilization. It is indeed a great privilege to each and 
every one of us, the descendants of those missionaries, to gather 
here this day and do homage to them and their untiring efforts 
in uplifting and civilizing the Hawaiian people. 

The past year has been one of exceptional activity on the part 
of this Society. It has seen the realization of a number of long 
cherished plans for the enlargement and improvement of the 
Society’s grounds. 

In 1903 our departed cousin, A. B. Clark, first suggested ac- 
quiring the Chamberlain House, and its renovation, as a home for 
the Society. The Society has grown so that the house is too. 
small to accommodate the attendance at the annual meetings but 
other uses have been and will be found for it. Mr. Carl Andrews 
was appointed chairman of the committee in charge of the restora- 
tion and devoted much time and thought to preparing the plans. 
Owing to his departure from the city it was necessary to appoint 
a new chairman and Mr. Arthur C. Alexander accepted. The 
result of his hard work and careful and painstaking direction is 
plainly visible. 

Mr. Ira D. Eskew, under whose direction the work was carried 
on, deserves great credit for the thorough way in which the renova- 
tion has been made and the careful and correct duplication, so far 
as possible, of the former construction. 

The house stands today as a memorial of its builder, Levi 
Chamberlain, and in its construction and architecture reflects his 
character,—unassuming, yet thorough and efficient. 


Mr. George R. Carter has, at the expense of much time and 
money, assembled an exceedingly valuable collection of Hawaiian 
books, manuscripts and other historical papers, photographs and 
documents, and has installed on the second floor of the building 
a large portion of this collection. It is Mr. Carter’s intention to 
present this to the Society. The museum, which we hope in time 
will be much larger, has been installed in some of the rooms on 
the ground floor. It is the hope of many members of the Society 
that this museum can be maintained and enlarged and become a 
permanent part of the building. The parlor, dining-room and 
kitchen can be used as a place for the holding of meetings and 
entertainments. 

Through the untiring efforts of Messrs. W. R. Castle, George 
P. Castle and W. O. Smith, documents were finally executed 
by which the Society conveyed to the government a strip of land 
on the King Street frontage and a portion of the land on Kawaia- 
hao Street and obtained in exchange from the Territory a small 
strip of land on the makai- Waikiki corner of the Levi Chamberlain 
lot, thereby bringing this property to the street line. The Trustees 
of the Kawaiahao Church have, by a separate agreement, granted 
to the Society the use of the present mission cemetery and 5570 
square feet of land which is now a part of Kawaiahao Lane, but 
which the Trustees of the Church have acquired as an addition to 
the cemetery. The Society is to have perpetual use and control of 
the cemetery as long as it is used as such. At the direction of 
the Mary Castle Trust, which donated ‘‘the depository lot’’ to 
the Society, 3420 square feet of this lot were conveyed to the 
Territory for road purposes. A coral stone-wall has been erected 
on the Kawaiahao Lane boundary of our property, greatly improv- 
ing its appearance. Shortly the Territory proposes to construct 
a good road along Kawaiahao Lane. When this has been completed 
the stone-wall on the Waikiki side of the mission cemetery will 
be taken down and moved over to the new frontage. 

It has been suggested by the present Trustees of the Mission 
Cemetery that the control of the endowment fund for upkeep of the 
cemetery be placed with the Society. This seems very appropriate. 
The Society would then have the care of the property on both 
sides of Kawaiahao Lane. To keep the buildings and grounds 
in good condition will require considerable money. An endowment 
of $25,000 is considered necessary and should be secured. The 
Centennial Fund Committee appointed by the Hawaiian Board 
proposes to raise a Memorial Fund of not less than $400,000. In- 
cluded therein will be $25,000 for this Society. It is the hope of 


your president and the board of managers that this memorial of 
$400,000 will be raised promptly. We appeal to every member of 
this Society to put his or her shoulder to the wheel to help this 
committee roll the Centennial Memorial Fund considerably beyond 
the $400,000 mark. The self-sacrificing lives of our missionary 
ancestors should inspire us all to give freely that the work which 
they began may be still further expanded. No one should feel that 
his contribution is too small to be of use. 

There have been five meetings of the Board of Managers during 
the year. The secretary’s printed report will contain more of the 
detail of these meetings than we have time for here. 

There have been numerous gifts to the Society of letters, 
relics and other mementoes. Our departed cousin, Mr. A. S. 
Wilcox, left by his will $5000 for the general purposes of the 
Society. This will be received in due time. 

Time does not permit of mentioning in detail the work of the 
committees which have made our part in the Centennial so suc- 
cessful, but the board desires, on behalf of the Society, to thank 
Mr. George R. Carter for the magnificent lbrary and collection’ 
which has been a source of so much interest; Mrs. F. M. Swanzy 
and her committee, for the delightful reception of last Saturday; 
Mrs. W. F. Frear and her committee, who so tastefully furnished 
the rooms of the old house; Miss Agnes Judd and Miss Mabel H. 
Andrews for our interesting museum display; Mrs. W. J. Forbes, 
Miss Dora L. Kerwin and all those connected with the play 
written by Miss Ethel M. Damon, which is to take place in the 
Memorial Hall tonight; Mr. G. P. Wilder and his committee for 
the fine appearance of the grounds, and Mr. and Mrs. R. W. 
Andrews for their enthusiastic and faithful labors in behalf of the 
Society during the past year.

THE CHAMBERLAIN HOUSE OR DREAMS COME TRUE. 


There is no need to tell any but the newest cousins the history 
of the Chamberlain House and its founder; how Levi Chamber- 
lain, a young man, was sent by the American Board of Missions 
as the financial agent of the Sandwich Island Mission in 1823; 
how he led a strenuous life, taking charge of all the goods sent 
to the mission, distributing to other islands, keeping accurate 
records that are even now quite legible, keeping in monthly touch 
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with the missionaries and sending reports and requests to Boston 
by every opportunity. He also took long walks down the Nuuanu 
Pali trail and around Oahu preaching the Word, and occasionally 
a business voyage to the other islands, whence ‘“‘he returned, if 
possible, thinner than before.’’ 

Of course he had dreams, though we have no record of them, 
but while he worked (and dreamed) the Hand that moves the 
destinies of men was bringing across the seas the first four single 
women ever sent out as missionaries. One of these, Maria Patton, 
a curly-haired, practical maiden, he met, wooed and married at 
Lahaina in 1828, and brought her to his grass hut in Honolulu, 
their home. 

Another vision they doubtless had, a substantial home in which 
to live and to store the mission’s goods, and day by day they saw 
it grow, rising in blocks of coral from the sea and coming down 
in beams from the mountain forests, till in 1832 this stately man- 
sion stood, an actuality in wood and stone. 

Years and decades of years went by and the house was tenant- 
less, the wood decayed and the walls became unsafe, when in 1903 
Dr. Albert B. Clark, returning to his home from Chicago, said, 
‘‘The Chamberlain House should be restored and used as a 
home for the Cousins,’’ Ilis proposal was met by smiles, as a 
echild’s morning dream. But he kept on thinking and talking till 
in 1909 the Cooke Brothers, the Chamberlain heirs and B. R. 
Banning bought the old house and presented it to the Society. 
Then the Society woke up, and in 1910, with G. R. Carter as 
president, plans were all made for its restoration and only the 
money was lacking. The next four years were given to raising 
the required funds, and in assisting the Hawaiian Board in the 
erection of the Mission Memorial Building. Then came the 
World War. 

But the Centennial year seemed a fit time for rebuilding, and 
President Chamberlain spent his time, energy and influence in 
bringing it to completion. The old wood-work was taken out 
and replaced by new, but the rooms, the fire-place, the steep 
stairs and small-paned windows remain the same—the expression 
of the early days is still there. 

The grounds outside show more change. The old buildings 
and separating fences at the rear have been taken away and the 
low wall, curving gracefully from King Street along Kawaiahao 
Lane, opens up a very pretty vista into Kakaako, showing the 
mission premises and the gymnasium. These enlarged grounds, 
with the old tamarind, the cocoanut and the mango trees, have 
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been planted to grass and are quite worthy of being a part of 
the Civie Center of Honolulu. 

The Reception and Tea-party given by the Gousiis to the 
speakers and guests at the Centennial was a real old-time, enjoy- 
able affair. Mrs. Swanzy, quite skillful in handling such things, 
had it in charge. The place was a large tent under the trees 
in front of the renovated Chamberlain House. Here stood the 
receiving line of notables, the short addresses were given here 
and the delightful old-time music. Chairs were placed for those 
wishing to rest and here the tea and coffee, punch, sandwiches 
and cake were served. 

But one by one the kamaainas and visitors slipped inside to 
the old familiar rooms in the Chamberlain House, furnished, as 
you will see by the accompanying catalogue, with old-time odd 
pieces saved by many families from the wreck of time and. 
“‘borers,’’ for memory’s sake. 

There were two chairs that actually came on the Thaddeus 
one hundred years ago, one recently given to the Society after 
traveling three times around Cape Horn. There was the cradle 
that rocked to sleep a whole generation of Lyman babies, one of 
whom afterward wrote the delightful history of early days, 
‘‘Hawaiian Yesterdays.’’ There was the writing-desk of Samuel 
J. Mills, consecrated by the prayers of that holy man. There 
were two baptismal robes, wee little things with dainty stitches 
through which the busy mission mothers wrought in the visions 
of their future sons preaching to the natives or searching out 
deep things of science. There were copperplate engravings of 
interest done by the students of Lahainaluna Seminary under the 
direction of their principal, Rev. Lorrin Andrews. The bell that 
called the natives to worship at Kaneohe was there, the copper 
teakettle and waffle-irons that Mother Parker used in that 
thatched home at Kaneohe where the earthen floor was covered 
by mats and ‘‘not a board large enough to rock the cradle on.’’ 
There was the koa desk and sideboard made by Father Green; 
the sewing table used by Mrs. Samuel Dole; quaint old mahogany 
tables used by Mrs. Lowell Smith, Mrs. Hitchcock and Mrs. Cham- 
berlain; the rocker on which Mother Baldwin hushed her little 
ones to sleep; a dear little wooden chair used by Curtis Lyons in 
the room set aside for prayer; and a homespun quilt made by Betsy 
Lyons, mother of Curtis, before coming to the Sandwich Islands. 

And coming down a little later into the years we see Mother 
Castle’s rocker, used in the Castle home—ever filled with guests, 
now the Y. W. C. A. Homestead; a hair-cloth rocker from the 
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Dimond home; with wax work, hair work, shell and leather work 
made by the Dimond girls; beautifully upholstered chairs from 
the Halls; hair-cloth chairs and sofa used at the Judd ‘‘Sweet 
Home;’’ a silver candle-stick with glass globe from ‘‘Sweet Home,’’ 
with old platters and silver casters from the Cookes and Judds 
with a silver cake basket from the Cookes. There were about 
two-dozen pieces of blue Canton willowware dating back to the 
Thurstons in 1823, loaned by Mrs. Clara Benfield Smith, 

But we despair of naming all, or nearly all, and must ask 
you to step into the museum, which is, at present, in Mother 
Chamberlain’s old bed-room where are not only many mementoes 
but the Picture Pillar where dozens of your friends, in miniature, 
are ready to greet you; and upstairs, where the Lahainaluna 
engravings and old pictures, and the rare library of G. R. Carter 
are placed; and to the quaint old bedrooms. One kamaaina, at 
the foot of the steep stairway said, ‘‘Oh how natural! This 
was Mattie’s room and that Maria’s. How often I have gone 
up these steps!’’ One pointed out the cooky safe in the kitchen, 
others the fire-place with its crane and iron pots. The talk was 
all of older times and the spirit of our forbears seemed to per- 
vade the ptace. 

The Museum, voted at the Annual Meeting, April 12, 1920, is 
placed temporarily in the mauka Waikiki room of the Chamber-. 
lain House, downstairs, and contains a long list of labeled articles 
which makes a fine nucleus for the collection that is to be. 

To G. R. Carter we are indebted for the idea of making the 
building into a museum, as well as for his own valuable library 
and engravings located in three of the upper rooms; to Mrs. 
W. F. Frear for collecting and taking charge of the loan exhibit, 
delivering and returning the precious heirlooms, as well as for 
her taste in bringing such things together as harmonized, and 
radiated the spirit of old-time hospitality and cheer; to Misses 
Agnes Judd and Mabel Andrews, who gave their time and skill 
for days in preparing, labeling and arranging the exhibit and in 
explaining its attractive features during Centennial week; and 
to W. W. Chamberlain, who throughout the year put his heart, 
his influence, the labor of his hands and his money into the 
enterprise. 

The Missionary Album, containing photographs of the Mis- 
sionaries to Hawali, secured after much correspondence, time and 
expense, with a brief sketch of the lives of these missionaries, was 
published long ago. Almost every son and daughter is in pos- 
session of one of these, but as time goes on their children will 
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want them, and for this reason the Board of Managers ordered 
some unbound copies to be prepared for sale at the Centennial. 
Thanks to Mr. Chamberlain for furnishing the tapa, to Mr. James 
Dole for donating the sisal with which they are tied, and to Mrs. 
May Wilcox for much assistance in preparation, they were 
placed on the market at a great reduction—price, $1.50. As some 
remain we would eall the attention of all to this really valuable 
souvenir of the Centennial. 

‘‘The Romance of Reality,’’ the Mission Play in two acts and 
seven scenes, written by our talented cousin, Ethel M. Damon, 
was placed before the public on Monday evening (Cousins Day), 
April 12, in the Mission Memorial Hall. It was very popular and 
was repeated on Tuesday evening of the following week, and 
again on Wednesday, April 21st. 

The scene is laid in New England, at Yale in 1809, introducing 
Samuel J. Mills, Rev. E. Dwight and Obookaia; then at Andover 
in 1916 with Asa Thurston, his roommate William Goodale, Samuel 
J. Mills and Obookaia. At Andover again the scene is laid with 
Asa Thurston, Wm. Goodale, Hiram Bingham, Deacon Abner 
Goodale and his daughter Lucy Goodale as the characters, and 
among other interesting things there is a proposal of marriage. 
Act IJ, Scene Ist, is laid at Boston Harbor and represents the 
sailing of the brig Thaddeus. Scene 2nd represents the main cabin 
in the brig Thaddeus, on March 27, 1820, the women and children 
having a little afternoon tea when news is brought below that 
Brother Whitney has fallen overboard. The last scene represents 
the brig at anchor in Kailua Bay and the visits of Queens Kaahu- 
manu and Kalakua on board, and ends with the song, ‘‘Head of 
the Chureh Triumphant.’’ 

Apologies are due to the author for this necessarily much 
abbreviated summary, and for that of the Pageant. which follows. 

The Pageant was a living, glowing picture that in two hours 
carried the audience over a century of Hawaiian history. It was 
staged in the natural amphitheatre of Rocky Hill, Punahou, be- 
fore an audience of thousands of people of many races. From the 
moment when the old mele singer seated herself upon a rock and 
began to chant her wierd lays, and the swift courier with his 
eonch-shell called the meeting of the chiefs, the interest never 
flagged. There were the brilliant dress of royalty, the king and 
his attendants, the ancient warriors with spears, and priests car- 
rying frightful idols; the feast, the bending spears and kahilis 
of the chiefs, the common people crawling into the presence of the 
king and laying their garments and produce at his feet, the 
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offerings of bananas, chickens, fish, and even their daughters; the 
hula, the chanting, and then Kamehameha asking in vain for the 
white man’s God. 

And after that and after the chorus chanting the death of Ka- 
mehameha I, followed the breaking of the tabus and the burning 
of the idols. 

The chorus of 800 voices then told of the messengers from the 
sea, and with ‘‘ Arise, shine, for thy light is come’’ appear Faith, 
Hope and Love, three daughters of the Christian’s God. The 
herald again rushes across the stage, pointing to the sea—the 
natives assemble in crowds, the missionaries appear—baby Nancy 
is carried away,— the mother in prayer,— while voices sing, 
“Head of the Church Triumphant,’’ and a great cross suddenly 
appears against the sky. Music and the blowing of conch-shells 
usher in the assembling of schools, and the spinning-wheel, the 
needle and the pala-pala take the place of heathen rites. The 
next scene was the spectacular one of Kapiolani defying the goddess 
Pele and crying out, ‘‘Jehovah is my God.’’ The chorus then 
ushers in the dignified procession of law-makers, and Judge li 
proclaims, ‘‘Hawaii is governed by all the people. The land is 
free. Religion is free. The law is free to all.”’ 

The seventh picture represents the Spirit of Hawaii climbing 
to an eminence followed by Hawaiian Industries and met by 
Modern Industries, while the children from the kindergarten in 
picturesque garb swarm over the rocks and slide down the slippery 
paths, led by the Pied Piper, all singing the songs of the taro, 
the rice, the sugar-cane, and the song of thanksgiving. Then music 
again ushers in the older sister, America, who clasps the hand of 
Hawaii and they, with the chorus and audience, sing together the 
national anthem, ‘‘Hawaii Ponoi,’’ and one verse of America, 
‘“My Country ‘tis of Thee.’’ 

The last procession represented the people of the churches, the 
schools and the constructive societies, climbing, ever climbing, till 
they reached the foot of the Cross, where Faith stood at the 
apex of an open triangle with her torch of devotion; her followers, 
with streaming blue banners on which the cross was imprinted, 
forming on either side. Then the schools in white or in cap-and- 
gown, with banners of green on which was a lighted torch, followed 
their leader Hope, and were stationed inside the blue triangle. The 
societies followed last displaying rose-colored banners on which 
was the all-embracing circle of Love, and formed inside the other 
companies, while the band played ‘‘Head of the Church Tri- 
umphant,’’ then changed to Mendelssohn’s ‘‘The Lord is Great,’’ 
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and closed with Haydn’s ‘‘The Heavens are Telling the Glory of 
God.’’ 

While this colorful, fluttering triangle, topped by the cross, 
appeared above, below were the brilliant costumes of the Ha- 
Waiians, with them the missionaries, below them the industries, and 
in front of all, the little kindergartners in oriental array, led by 
the Pied Piper. 

The Centennial Celebration which opened on April 6th with 
a meeting of the Women’s Board and officially closed on April 19th, 
had an intensive program, and was packed with enthusiastic 
meetings. But space will not permit of even a mention of the 
features of the long Parade with its realistic, historical floats, of 
the valuable educational meetings held during the week, nor 
the closing recreational program. Lack of space bars out, also, 
our recorded appreciation of the noted speakers,—Dr. Van Dyke, 
Dr. Van Horn, Dr. Mell, Dr. Eaton, D. P. Jones, educators 
Wilson and Cross and Dr. Aurelia Rheinhart,—of their subjects 
and of their large audiences, especially the crowded churches at 
morning and evening services on April 11th and 18th, which were 
early so filled to overflowing that many had even to forego their 
regular Sabbath service. The whole fortnight was a feast of 
good things, which comes to a people only once in a hundred 
years.

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SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


Introduction. 


The sixty-seventh Annual Report of the Cousins’ Society was 
later last year in reaching the members owing to a press of work 
in the printing office. 

There were sent out one report to each household of Cousins 
with copies to the Library of Hawaii, Bishop Museum, College 
of Hawaii, Harvard University, Miami University, A. B. C. F. M., 
London Missionary Society, and a few others. There remain copies 
for any members who may desire them. 

We greatly appreciate the gifts of the year and herein express 
the thanks of the Society to the donors.—In May, Miss Marina 
Purdon kindly sent from New York her grandfather Tinker’s 
journal, also a carved shell comb and a green-silk apron given to 
-her grandmother Tinker by the queen of Kamehameha III. Also 
in May the Bishop Museum presented a copy of Mrs. Holman’s 
journal, written on board the brig Thaddeus, and later in August 
they made the valuable gift of a file of their publications to date. 
In August, Mrs. Ernest Lyman gave two shell wreaths, made by 
Mr. Lyman’s mother, Mrs. Isabella Chamberlian Lyman, in 
1870 and 1872 from sea and land shells, sea-moss and coral gath- 
ered by her husband, Judge F. S. Lyman. In July also came to us 
through our treasurer, L. A. Dickey, the legacy of $5,000.00 from 
our lamented Cousin A. 8. Wilcox. In August, Mrs. F. W. Damon 
presented to the Society 1,000 of Father Damon’s sermons and his 
large pulpit Bible printed in 1814 and given to him by his friend, 
Wm. Miller, English Consul-General at Honolulu. She also gave the 
desk belonging to Samuel J. Mills of ‘‘haystack’’ renown. 
Both the Bible and desk were much eaten by borers but have 
since been repaired. Later she gave three volumes of The Friend 
to help complete our coveted file. In February Mrs. F,. G. Snow 
sent an abridged account of the life of her grandfather Hitchcock 
—facts taken from his journals collected into a paper and read 
before the Missionary Society of Hilo. 

Almost too late to insert there came from the heirs of Mrs. 
Samuel Holmes (Mary Howe Goodale) a chair with a history. 
Given to Mrs. Thurston on board the Thaddeus by Captain 
Blanchard, it was used by her in Hawaii and accompanied her 
twice more around Cape Horn. 

Other gifts came at Centennial time—a conch-shell with a 
history and two copper-plate engravings from Mr. David Goodale, 
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a surveyor’s chain and pins from Rey. O. P. Emerson, a koa desk 
made by Father Green, and other things, the mention of which 
should be kept for next report. 

Concerning our proteges: Isabella Hulu graduated at Maunaolu 
at the close of the school year and was married at her Maunaolu 
home. Her husband is Mr. Harry C. Mossman, clerk of the Cir- 
euit Court of Maui and a respected citizen of Wailuku. Mary 
Kawelo and Elizabeth Kaai have entered the Priory in Honolulu 
because nearer their friends, leaving Miriam Guerrero of Honolulu 
the only one of our former proteges. Her teachers report her as 
constantly improving in deportment and character, faithful in her 
studies and a worthy girl. Besides Miriam and Ida Ah Fu we 
have taken under our care Frances Lee and Ethel Ching, two 
interesting little girls from Maui. Paul Kaai was not in Hilo 
Boarding School last year as we supposed. \ 

The Indexing of the Annual Reports, begun last year, has been 
continued during all the secretary’s spare time. Indexing the 
sixty-six volumes by subject has been completed, a copy being 
kept at the Old Mission House office, and a card catalogue placed 
in the Cousin’s desk in the vault room of Mission Memorial. 
Indexing of persons mentioned is a much more laborious task, 
but the first thirty-four volumes are nearly completed. 

By request, the recorder, R. W. Andrews, has made a carefully 
prepared additional record of the living descendants of the mis- 
sionaries. The summary is as follows:

MISSIONS, CHURCHES, AND OTHER INTERESTING TOPICS. 


The welcoming of Dr. Cornelius H. Patton, secretary of the 
A. B. C. F. M., with Mrs. Patton and a large party, including Mr. 
Harada of Doshisha University, on May 27th made a gala day for 
the Hawaiian Board and the Woman’s Board of Missions. Auto- 
mobiles took the guests sight-seeing about the city in the morning. 
Then followed a luncheon in Mission Memorial Hall where addresses 
were made by Mr. Patton and others, after which the party 
again motored to scenes of special interest. 

In June came Dr. George L. Cady, national Secretary of the 
American Missionary Association, to visit the missions of Hawaii 
for six weeks. With him were Mrs. Cady, Rev. Geo. W. Hinman, 
Field Secretary of the American Missionary Association, and 
Mrs. Hinman, who brought greetings from the Woman’s Board 
of the Pacific. They attended and addressed the Annual Associa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Board, the Woman’s Board of Missions, many 
church meetings, civic gatherings and the schools, giving inspira- 
tion and help all along the way. 

Searecely had Dr. Cady and Mr. Hinman with their inspiring 
talks and magnetic presence left us, when the evangelist, Rev. Paul 
Kanamori, who was here four years ago, arrived and remained 
three months strengthening the faith of Christian Japanese. 
Crowds listened to his preaching, churches throughout the Islands 
were stirred, many people were hopefully converted and quite 
a number joined the several churches. Then Mr. Kanamori was 
swept on to the mainland, leaving Hawaii better than before. 

Many missionaries have passed through Hawaii on their way to 
India, China and Japan. One who is with us today is Mrs. Ernest 
Yarrow, whose husband is still in Armenian work in Turkey. 
She has told at various meetings of sufferings of the people in Ar- 
menia and the thrilling story of her escape with her children 
from the persecution at Van. 

There have been changes in the churches of Hawaii. Rev. 
Albert W. Palmer was ‘‘loaned’’ by Central Union Church to the 
Red Cross for three months’ work among the soldiers of Siberia, 
and when he returned he shared his unique experiences with his 
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congregation by means of lectures and lantern-slides, illustrating 
the country and the people of that storm-tossed land. 

In December Mr. Palmer and his people were made happy 
by the arrival of the Associate Minister, Rev. Edwin T. Sherman, 
with his wife and three children. With these popular pastors and 
their efficient assistants, Mrs. Arthur Withington and Miss Clara 
Frazier, Central Union is well equipped for the great work it 
is trying to do. 

Dr. L. L. Loofbourow of the Methodist Episcopal Church, after 
winning the esteem and love of the people of Honolulu, left for 
the Coast and in September was succeeded by Rev. Monroe H. 
Alexander. Their Annual Conference met in February, with 
Bishop Leonard in charge, Dr. George Ll. Pearson, one of the 
early pastors of this church, and others in attendance. 


Rev. R. B. Dodge, the active Wailuku minister, left the Islands 
after a long and useful pastorate, in August, and was followed in 
October by Rev. and Mrs, Cryder and their four children. They 
entered actively into church, Bible-school and community service, 
Mrs. Cryder being an excellent pianist and organist, thus adding to 
her helpfulness. 

Rev. Craig Bowdish remains in charge of the Makawao Union 
Church at Paia, and a new parsonage is being erected near Sunny- 
side. Mrs. Bowdish ably substituted at Maunaolu in a time of 
need. 

Dr. and Mrs. A. S. Baker, who have been such an inspiration 
at Kona, Hawaii, have come to Honolulu, and Rev. D. M. Weller 
has accepted a call and located with his wife and little daughter 
at that lonely but interesting station. 

Rev. Willis B. Coale and Mrs. Coale are still indefatigable in 
their labors at Kalihi Union Church. 

On January 2nd Rev. and Mrs. W. A. Tait arrived to take 
charge of the work at Lahaina, West Maui and Molokai. 

Hilo church is still vacant as Rev. A. D. Shaw after a short 
pastorate left for the mainland. Rev. Norman C,. Schenck, after 
preaching a month in Hilo, received a call to become its minister, 
but the Hawaiian Board and the flourishing Second Chinese 
Church of Honolulu, now in his charge, felt that they needed 
him and had the first claim to his services. 

Rev. Geo. E, Lake and wife of Hana left in May for a few 
months’ rest on the mainland. 


Rev. E. KE, Pleasant is minister to the Kahului Union Church; 
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Rev. T. C. Williams is still at Kohala; and Rev. J. S. Smith 
serves at Hamakua. Miss Gertrude Judd was called from her effi- 
cient work on Maui to take her place on the faculty of Mt. 
Holyoke College. 

The Japanese work has prospered. Rev. Okumura celebrated 
on August 18th his twenty-fifth year of service at the Makiki 
Chureh. During that time he has indelibly written his name and 
Christian principles on the hearts of scores of orphaned children 
to whom he had given a home and inspired with a desire for 
higher education and a Christian life. His labors as pastor and 
his influence in the cause of temperance and prohibition have been 
untiring. During his one year leave of absence he made a tour 
of the world, visiting nearly every Japanese church by the way. 
He also collected in Japan $10,000 for the erection of the Inter- 
national Y. M. C. A. of Honolulu. 

Rev. S. Sokabe, for twenty-five years a pastor at Papaiko, 
Hawaii, also gathered the children into his home and so in- 
stilled into their hearts loyal, Christian Americanism that through- 
out the Island, and even on the Coast, are to be found Sokabe 
Clubs. 

Rev. T. Hori, who celebrated his tenth anniversary here recently, 
is another who has done great good. There are others also. 

The Chinese are more conservative but not less interesting. 
We recently heard the story of Rev. Lo Dact Tong, who felt called 
upon to preach at Waipahu to a community of seven hundred non- 
Christian Chinese, and despite the indifference and inattention 
formed a church and built a house for Christian worship. 


Rev. Akaiko Akana, native pastor of Kawaiahao Church, was 
very desirous of taking a post-graduate course in the East, but 
after a farewell reception had been extended to him, no one was 
found to take his important position, and he seemed to be the 
only man available to succeed the four illustrious pastors who had 
preceded him. 

Among the new faces at the Hawaiian Board are Rev. Lloyd 
G. Davis, D .D., new secretary of the Christian Workers’ Institute 
and Bible Training School, an experienced, able and likeable man, 
who with Mrs. Davis, also a trained Christian worker, and their 
children arrived in December; Miss Edna Hill, formerly of Maun- 
aolu, the Sunday-school Field Worker, visiting especially the re- 
mote stations; and Miss Anita Lake, also of the Hawaiian Train- 
ing School. Rev. R. W. Bayless, for a time instructor in the Bible 
School, has been appointed the Board’s agent at Kauai, preaching 
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at Lihue and Koloa. We can not even name all the old standbys, 
the Reverends Judd and Erdman, Scudder, Schenck, etc.; Mrs. | 
Doane, who has been matron for the young men of the I. W. 
I., lending efficient assistance in instruction as well; Miss 
Cora C. Varney, assistant treasurer and business manager, upon 
whose shoulders rested a tremendous load of responsibility during 
Mr. Richards’ four months absence, but who yet made time and 
developed strength to take charge of Palama’s flourishing Bible- 
school; Miss Emily V. Warinner, the live-wire editor who helps 
Rev. Frank Scudder make ‘‘The Friend’’ one of the most inter- 
esting, up-to-date religious papers to be found anywhere. The 
Hawaiian Board has enlarged not only its work and list of workers 
but the number of its trustees as well, taking in five women mem- 
bers; Mrs. W. J. Forbes, Mrs. Irene Holloway, Mrs. Theo. Richards, 
Mrs. Geo. Waterhouse and Mrs. Lahilahi Webb. 

The Woman’s Board of Missions has held very interesting 
meetings, has worked for Armenians, for Ramabai and the little 
orphan widows of India, and for missions in Africa and China. © 
The president, Mrs. Theo. Richards, was absent for some months 
and her place was ably filled by Mrs. A. W. Palmer and Mrs. 
Doremus Scudder, but when news came of Mrs. Richards‘ severe 
illness, the heart of every member went out in love and longing 
for her recovery, and only then did they realize what she is to 
each member and to the Society. There was real thanksgiving 
for her safe arrival home. 

When the Y. M. C. A. was young and so large a per cent of 
its members were Cousins, we proudly told of its achievements 
and growing strength and boasted of its deeds. But it has 
quite grown up, and last year, in April it celebrated its jubilee. 
So now we only stand back and admire, and in our hearts we 
whisper, ‘‘God bless you! Go forward.’’ : 

The Y. W. C. A. last year seemed to reach the zenith of effi- 
ciency and achievement, but this year has seen no backward 
move. The high standards have been kept up and new features 
have been introduced. 

Patriotism this year has manifested itself in varied ways. In 
May the last Liberty Loan was over-subseribed in Hawaii by 
$200,000. Since the Red Cross knitting units and Siberian Relief 
Work closed in June, patriotic works have been centered in the 
War Camp Community Service which greeted the soldier boys 
on their way to Siberia and welcomed those returning to their 
native land. They prepared for the boys social games and 
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music and treated them to cakes, cookies and punch, and for those 
who wished to spend the night ashore, seven hundred beds were 
made ready. Month after month these receptions were given as 
the transports touched on these shores. 


The reception of Secretary Daniels and the opening of the 
great Drydock at Pearl Harbor were events long to be remem- 
bered. 


Armistice Day was celebrated with a great parade, the furling 
of the service flags, addresses and dedication of the new ‘‘War 
Memorial Park.’’ This beautiful park, formerly the old Irwin 
Place, twelve hundred feet along the sea, was turned over by 
Gov. McCarthy to the people of the Islands, through the American 
Legion, to be a public park for the use of the people of Hawaii and 
their guests. 

At Easter time the Christian’s cross was planted on Punch- 
bowl’s crest, and for two nights before Easter was illuminated, 
and on Easter Day a sunrise prayer and praise service was held 
there, attended by thousands of attentive listeners of many na- 
tionalities. 

The Community Thanksgiving Service in old Kawaiahao Church 
was unique and heartily enjoyed by the crowd that filled the 
large church to the doors. The Community Christmas Tree with 
its beautiful tableaux of Angels, the Shepherds, and the Manger, 
displayed on the roof and upper galleries of the Government 
Building, while the carols sung by thousands of school children led 
by choirs from various churches, on a night of perfect loveliness, 
was an object lesson to the nations that ‘‘God so loved the 
world.”’ 

When in December Honolulu was again called upon for a 
Welfare Drive that would include the many charities of the city, 
she again went over the top—this time for her own people. 

During these reconstruction months, when the world has 
relaxed from its high tension, when the reaction came and the 
pendulum swung too far toward selfishness and greed, Hawaii, 
with other lands has alternately been chilled and thrilled by dis- 
cussions on strikes, profiteering, the League of Nations and the 
Treaty of Peace. 

Kilauea and Mauna Loa with eruptions and lava-flows have 
helped to localize the interests of Hawaii, and preparations 
for the great Centennial have also served to keep Hawaii’s inter- 
ests centered at home. 
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OUR SCHOOLS. 


The public and most of the private schools of Hawaii opened 
September 17, 1919, filled to capacity. The new superintendent, 
Vaughan MacCaughey, has introduced many new features, chief 
of which perhaps is the raising of teachers’ salaries. Federal 
Survey of Schools oceurred in October. There has been much 
agitation in regard to the Japanese Language Schools. The 
feeding of hungry children has been continued in some of the 
schools. 

The six-weeks Summer School of 1919 located near the volcano 
of Kilauea was a great success—a time when pleasure and in- 
struction were so delightfully blended as to be a lasting memory. 
Subjects were taken up that are not usually found on the 
eurriculum. Art was taught by D. Howard Hitchcock and Twigg 
Smith. Miss Mary Lawrence of the Library of Hawaii gave 
lessons in Story Telling and Children’s Reading, and Mrs. Lilla 
Marshall of the Normal School gave a course of lessons in Story 
Telling and Illustrative Work. Health and Rural Social Problems - 
were taught by Miss Elsie Wilcox; Law by P. L. Weaver; Ha- 
walian Geography, and Geography in the light of Current History 
by Miss Ruth Shaw of the Normal School; Forests of Hawaii by 
C. S. Judd; Hawaiian Voleanoes and Mountains by Prof. Jaggar, 
and ‘‘Outstanding Facts in Hawaii’s History’’ by L. A. Thurston. 
These are only a few of the subjects taught, but the bracing air 
and simple, substantial living fitted the teachers to take in more 
ideas than usual and the long excursions on mountain sides, 
through jungles and to the brink of the fiery pit helped to make 
their spirits overflow with joy. They returned brown, strong 
and happy as if they had found the ‘‘fountain of perpetual youth.’’ 

Of our special schools, Kohala Girls’ School still carries on its 
good work in the old cramped building, still waiting for the en- 
dowment and building fund that is sure to come to those who 
wait. 

Maunaolu, too, is expecting an endowment fund that will help 
in providing teachers’ salaries. During the past summer Miss 
Heusner, the faithful principal for fourteen years, left, also Miss 
Lay, after many years of efficient service, and Miss Hill, the Domes- 
tic Science teacher. But Miss Fannie Bradford, a tried and trusted 
teacher and formerly a missionary to India, succeeded as prin- 
cipal, and the other places were filled from her own college town, 
Monmouth, Illinois. The year has been successful, and they report 
a full school, good health, progress in studies and a loyal spirit. 
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They report also improvements in equipment, such as hot water 
in bath rooms, an electric washer in the laundry, a good garden 
and promise of more land for a larger garden. They were also 
given an automobile by the fairy god-mother of this favored school. 

May Day is to be the ‘‘Home-coming Day’’ and all former 
teachers and pupils are invited to spend the day at lovely 
Moanaolu. 

Hilo Boys’ Boarding School, as reported by Principal L. C. 
Lyman, is cheering. ‘‘Work has progressed favorably during the 
past year at the school. It has not been so much a year of new 
things as to keep going what is already started. The Automobile 
Department has made good headway and is one of the most popu- 
lar of the shops. We are hampered in this department as well as 
in the blacksmith shop for lack of suitable quarters, but can still 
report good work done. <A donation of 4% acres of land has 
just been received, the gift being a memorial to Rev. and Mrs. 
D. B. Lyman, the founder of the school. This, with 2% acres of 
land purchased, all adjoining the school premises, makes a valuable 
addition to the school farm. 

Kamehameha Girls’ School has been busy raising money for a 
memorial to Miss Ida M. Pope. Under the efficient direction of 
Mrs. Charles L. Hall, a former pupil of Miss Pope, a most ex- 
cellent concert, ‘‘The Spirit of Hawaii,’’ consisting of Hawaiian 
music and tableaux, was given by the Kamehameha Schools. 
Again and again it was repeated and was one of the attractions of 
Centennial week. 

Mid-Pacific did its part for the Centennial by giving a Kite- 
flying Day and an Oriental play, ‘‘A Thousand Years Ago,’’ and 
by adding many voices to the Pageant chorus of eight hundred 
singers. Rev. Mr. Hopwood, president of the institution, has been 
chosen delegate from Central Union Church to the ‘‘International 
Congregational Council’’ at Boston. 

Punahou has had a prosperous year. Mrs. Doremus Seudder 
has been principal of the girls’ department of the boarding depart- 
ment, living in Castle Hall, the home of the girls and women 
teachers, and the plan has worked admirably. Much attention 
has been given to music this year. Preparations for the approach- 
ing Centennial created and developed a new interest in Hawaiian 
History as many of the pupils took part in the Mission Play, the 
Pageant and the Parade, thus fixing forever in their memories 
facts and dates to be remembered. Rocky Hill has proved to be 
a grand amphitheater of nature’s own construction, and for this, 
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as well as for its athletic field, its swimming pool and its full 
equipment of able teachers, Punahou is to be congratulated. 

The College of Hawaii will this year reach the dignity of the 
title ‘‘University of Hawaii.’’ Among the new regents appointed 
has been Charles S. Judd, who will be head of the Board of Agri- 
eulture and Forestry. The curriculum has been enlarged, among 
the new features this year being a class in ‘‘International Com- 
meree and Law.’’ Six new teachers have been added to the 
faculty and many new pupils have entered the school. 


THE ROLL-CALL OF COUSINS. 


In this Centennial year we wish to heartily welcome to the 
Roll-Call of Cousins the new members—the children, children’s 
children, and the great-grandchildren of the first enthusiastic 
band. We bespeak for them a share in the duties and pleasures 
of the Society, and a double share in the carrying out of those 
principles for which our Society stands. 

To that inner circle who lived in ‘‘Hawaii’s Yesterdays’’ we 
would say, Draw a little closer please, (for the circle grows smaller 
year by year), and tell incidents that you remember of those long- 
ago days, for even now the younger generations are eagerly col- 
lecting these items, and soon they will be invaluable. If you 
cannot write out your memories, then send a message. It is these 
little messages to your boy comrades and your girlhood friends 
that make the Roll-call alive. Nothing your secretary can write 
is appreciated half so much. 

Alexander (W. P.).—Mr. A. C. Alexander has not been called 
away from Honolulu during the past year quite as much as form- 
erly. He is engineer for American Factors, Ltd. Mrs. Mary C. 
Alexander writes long letters to her friends from Lille, France. 
They are intensely interesting, but we have space for only a sen- 
tence here and there. She says, ‘‘I wrote you last year after I had 
been out to La Bassie. . . . I felt almost overcome by the 
barren desolation there, and wondered how I could teach in such 
a place. La Bassie is one of the most ruined of the towns and very 
little has been done as yet to clean up the heaps. . . . However, 
as soon as I began to work with the children I forgot everything 
else and found that they made a veritable garden after all. 

The German prisoners are still working for us at La Bassie and 
I must own I didn’t get used to them around. They are dressed 
in bright green to distinguish them and have red bands in their 
caps and big numbers on their backs. The guard should have made 
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them work better. I would find them looking into the tent win- 
dows, watching me work with the children. There were a few 
pleasant boyish faces among the hard ones and these boys seemed 
anxious to help us. . . . I couldn’t decide which I liked better 
at La Bassie, the morning group of little, gentle children, or the 
vigorous, older group in the afternoon, who were livelier and so 
desperately eager. The older girls seem to have been in school 
and under better influences than the boys. But the poor boys! 
Most of them were dirty and ragged, and came smoking cigarettes. 
It is sad to think that because of the war they have run wild and 
suffered and had such a bad start in life. . . . At La Bassie 
we took our noon meal at a little estaminet, where we met inter- 
esting people. One day it was an English couple, who said, ‘If 
Wilson had done nothing else but bring about the armistice when 
he did, he had been worth while and saved 180,000 English-speaking 
soldiers’ lives.” . . . Another day we met some people who 
had returned to their homes. They told of their war experiences 
under the Germans. There isn’t a man, woman or child who hasn’t 
had a thrilling and sad story to tell. . . . I had only been at 
La Bassie four days when I was told that I had to go to Lieven to 
take charge of the Jardin d’Enfants there. I cannot tell you 
what a wrench it was. I had my whole heart centered in the work 
at La Bassie, which was just beginning, was so interesting, and I 
had made so many plans for it. I have worked at Lieven now five 
days and I must say I like the work there. Lieven is farthest 
away of any of our stations. If all goes well with our camion, 
which is rare, we can get there in an hour and a quarter. I have 
an average of 30 children in three relays. This week the car has 
been bad. Three nights in succession we have reached the hotel 
at half past eight and later, and that made it hard. One night 
we were 314 hours in the camion getting here from Lieven. 
Twice we had to creep in with no lights, long after dark. We 
stop at Lens on the way to Lieven. It is the most devastated of 
all the cities. The children there know the most misery. Here at 
this hotel the only discomfort is the cold. It is not heated at all 
and probably will not be heated much at any time, owing to 
the shortage of coal. . . . Piecemeal, shifting work has fallen 
to my lot up here. Miss Orr says I must go to Wavrin two 
days a week and Nieppe three days a week to start kinder- 
garten work. Wavrin is a town of 4,000 inhabitants, 18 miles 
from Lille. The Germans occupied it during the war, bom- 
barding it in September, 1918, just before they evacuated it. 
The school building where I work they used as a German hospital. 
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I have never known more delightful, responsive children. I 
have loved working with them.’’ 

Miss Agnes Alexander tarried in Honolulu for a few weeks 
in July and August on her way to the Orient. Since then she lost 
in December her trunks—books, clothing, everything—when the 
Imperial Annex went up in flames at Tokyo, She occupied the 
room next to the crossed wires which started the blaze, and gave 
the alarm. An employe rushed to her room, flung a red blanket 
around her, dragged her to a window, humped her up on his 
back and slid down a rope, where he deposited her in an automo- 
bile to view her belongings go up in smoke. Her loss represented 
about $1,000 in money, but far more than that to her. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Waterhouse spent some months on the Coast, 
returning in November. Mr. Wallace M. Alexander is greatly in- 
terested in Boy Scout activities and is one of the directors of the 
Piedmont Scouts. 

Mrs. Henry Alexander is back in Honolulu and her conse- 
erated automobile is much appreciated by the sick of Manoa. Mrs. 
Lottie (Alexander) McQuaid lost her husband in the autumn. 

A reunion of the Dickey family was held at Piedmont during 
the holidays. Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Dickey thoroughly enjoyed it, 
although the gradual failing of Mr. Dickey’s hearing has handi- 
capped him in piloting his own automobile. Mr. C. W. Dickey, 
who has opened an office in Honolulu, was on the Coast at the 
time. Mrs. J. D. Dole, who went with her family to the Coast 
early in the summer, remained for the family gathering, returning 
in January accompanied by Mr. Dole’s father and mother, Rev. 
and Mrs. Charles Dole, while three of the children, Richard, James 
and Elizabeth, remained with their grandparents in the Oakland 
schools. The Doles are now located in their new home on Green 
Street. Mrs. Dole held a reception in February for Rev. and Mrs. 
Charles Dole, which was greatly enjoyed by all present—In a 
list of Boy Scouts, of Piedmont, we find the name of Capt. 
Arthur M. Merrill as one of the honored ones on Sept. 18th, when 
President Woodrow Wilson pinned the medals on their coats. 
These were awarded them by the government for selling ten or 
more bonds in the Victory Loan compaign.—Our treasurer, Lyle 
A. Dickey, spent a few months on the mainland, and returned to 
Lihue in January, where he opened up an office and is engaged in 
the practice of law. 

Mrs. Helen G. Alexander spent the year with her son Fred 
in Washington and Oregon until after his marriage to Miss Jane 
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Knox of Portland, Ore., in July. She then went to be with her 
daughter, Helen, in New York City. Last year’s report left Miss 
Nell in France, engaged in Y. M. C. A. canteen service. Many 
rich, racy letters, filled with thrilling incidents, comic situations 
and pathetic scenes were received from her. While in Europe she 
had a pressing invitation to visit her aunt, Mrs. Charlotte (Alex- 
‘ander) Ferreri, in Milan, Italy, but could not arrange to accept 
it. While in business in New York City she was asked to take 
charge of welfare work for the Army and Navy Y. M. C. A. in 
Honolulu.

The 
young people come because he is sympathetic, the old because he 
understands, and the tourist simply because he fits into the 
picture—Carl B. Andrews and wife left Honolulu for the Phil- 
ippines July 6, 1919. He is at San Fernando, 40 miles from 
Manila, as civil engineer, locating mill, roads and buildings for a 
new sugar plantation. They expect to return next November or 
sooner. Carl was a very active member of the Chamberlain House 
Repairs Committee until his departure. 

William Andrews, after a few years of failing health, passed 
away from his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., on the night before 
Easter, April 13. His wife, Mrs. Adele (Oscanyon) Andrews, sold 
the homestead and with her daughter, Mabel, has come to Hono- 
lulu to reside with her son and grandson, Lorrin Andrews, and 
Lorrin Andrews, Jr. Her other son, Lieut. Thomas Andrews, was 
married soon after his return from France to Miss Mary B. Tuttle 
of New Rochelle, N. Y. 

Mrs. Mary Nott was quite ill in November and December, and 
as her daughter, Elizabeth Hough, came from Chicago, she had 
all her daughters with her. She recovered in time to enjoy the 
Christmas tree prepared by adoring aunts for Lorrin Nott’s. 
little Edith, and she was able to write reply notes after Christmas.

Andrews (C. B.).—No direct word has come from Mrs. Shep- 
ard and her sisters since the one published in our last Annual 
Report, but in the Missionary Herald of November are small pho- 
tographs of Dr. Lorrin A. Shepard and his wife who had been 
in Aintab but a week, where he had gone to succeed his father, 
the famous ‘‘Shepard of Aintab.’’ He tells of their welcome by 
native friends and of the great work to be done. About 34,000 
had been deported and only about 8,000 have returned, (practically 
all the survivors), and at least half of these are dependent for 
their daily bread. 

On June 9th, at Paia, Maui, Mrs. Susie Bailey Andrews, widow 
of the late Judge Lorrin A. Andrews, of Hilo, passed away, a de- 
voted wife and mother, a pleasant companion and a faithful 
friend. 

In March, 1920, our treasurer received the following letter 
from the treasurer of the American Board: 

““T am very happy to acknowledge your kind favor and the 
gifts from the Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society for the work in 
Aintab, Turkey, formerly carried on by Dr. Shepard. Aintab 
is just now in the storm center, and we feel solicitous for our 
missionaries there, but notwithstanding the threatening conditions 
at present we trust in God and hope for the deliverance of His 
people in that part of the world.

Mr. Castle was summoned to Washing- 
ton in the spring of 1917 as the result of a cable from the Inter- 
national Red Cross in Geneva inquiring as to the personnel of the 
American Red Cross directly responsible for matters relating to 
prisoners of war. Mr. Castle made a quick study of the rules 
governing the treatment of prisoners of war and then went to 
Europe to install the work there. Beginning with a personnel. 
consisting of a chief and one clerk, this department soon be- 
came the largest single branch at National Headquarters in point 
of number of employees, to say nothing of the army of searchers 
on duty with the troops in France. Beginning with perhaps one 
hundred letters a week the communication’s mail has risen as 
high as 150,000 in and out, per week. Without the command of the 
genius for organization and executive ability of a man like Mr. 
Castle, this department could never have performed such con- 
spicuous work in the war history of the American Red Cross. As 
a clearing house of information it has relieved the doubts and 
anxieties of the American people regarding their boys at the 
front. It has been one of the connecting links between the de- 
fenders of hberty and the folks at home.’’—Major A. L. Castle, 
from Red Cross service in Siberia, returned very ill, but recovering, 
was able to resume his law practice. Later he took his father’s 
place in the firm of Castle and Withington, Leonard Withington 
taking the place made vacant by the death of his father, D. L. 
Withington. Mrs. A.L. Castle returned in December from a Coast 
trip. George P. Castle also returned in December and is busy 
with plans for the coming Centennial.

It is the 
one publication I read from cover to cover. It does not matter 
what I am doing when the H. M. C. 8. Report comes, I drop all 
and read it through. It is like a letter from home. It tells all 
about the old folks and the young folks. I am interested in people 
more than I am in things. I happen to have time to write you 
just now, as I am laid up with a case of shingles. Know what they 
are? Well, I feel like holding out my hand to Job and saying, 
‘Shake, old fellow, you have my sympathy; you had boils and I 
have shingles; I think shingles are the worst.’ Mrs. Chamberlain 
joins me in sending our aloha nui to all. If you know of any 
suffering from obesity, just recommend the farm cure. It will do 
the trick, if they have sand enough to take it. Mrs. Chamberlain 
has lost fifty pounds and I sixty-five, and we both feel young and 
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rejuvenated, Life is once again before us. Very truly yours, 
—Horace W. Chamberlain.’’—A clipping from a late Chicago paper 
tells of Mr. Chamberlain as pastor again in a Congregational 
ehurch in South Chicago. 

The historic Chamberlain House has been restored. The 
wood-work, which was riddled with borers, has been replaced 
with new, the roof covered with asbestos shingles and green shut- 
ters placed at the windows, giving it a very neat and trim appear- 
ance. The inside remains the same, with its steep stairways, small- 
paned windows, its great attic and low-ceiled kitchen. This building 
was begun in 1828 or 1829, soon after Mr. Levi Chamberlain’s 
marriage, but was not completed until 1831. Mr. Chamberlain 
was the ‘‘secular superintendent’’ of the mission. All supplies 
from the mainland were here received and cared for and from 
here they were distributed. In one end of this building Mr. 
Chamberlain lived with his family for many years, and at 
time of General Meeting it was noted for its hospitality. 

Clark (E. W.).—Mrs. C. K. Clark of Berkeley, after an absence 
of eighteen years, arrived in Honolulu in December to visit her ~ 
son Ernest, his wife, son and daughter. During those years 
Honolulu has changed so wonderfully that she feels quite lost 
in the city. 

In November Mr. and Mrs. Balding, with their family, came 
to Honolulu to reside, and in February Miss Catalina Balding 
became the bride of Capt. Paul Sheeley Roper of the Army and 
Navy. Capt. Roper has been stationed at Fort Armstrong but will 
be transferred to Virginia, where he will take his bride. 

The Austin branch of the Clark family has been extending 
laterally, for on June 21 Herbert A. R. Austin, assistant city en- 
gineer of Honolulu, was married in Hilo to Miss Beatrice May 
Hancock of Riverside, Calif. Miss Hancock, a short time before. 
the wedding, accompanied Miss Margaret Austin, who was a re- 
turning student from Berkeley University, to her home on 
Hawaii.—On Oct. 31, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur L. Silverman of 
Punahou Academy welcomed a little daughter, Margaret Esther. 
—Mrs. H. C. Austin visited Honolulu in August.—Dr. A. S. Baker, 
the ight from the watch-tower of Kealakekua, resigned his charge 
last summer and came to Honolulu. At present he is with the 
Hawaiian Board. Mrs. Baker has already become superintendent 
of Palama Bible School and home secretary of the Woman’s Board 
of Missions. 

Mrs. Severance and Miss Helen returned from a long visit on 
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the mainland, and are helping with the settlement work at Waiakea 
and at other work. Mrs. Severance sends ‘‘ Aloha nui loa from 
one of the first Cousins.”’ 

_ Coan (T.).—The following note from T. M. Coan, M. D., was 
received by R. W. Andrews in February, 1920: ‘‘My dear old 
schoolmate: I see your portrait in one of the Honolulu papers. 
The same sincere, friendly countenance as ever, and most faith- 
fully remembered. Herein I enclose $2 for the H. M. C. Society, 
which please give to the treasurer, and with it an old-time aloha; 
this, too, to any of the Cousins who may remember the days of the 
Royal School; and to John Gulick, if you should chance to see 
him. Some of us Hawaiians have held out pretty well; may you 
outlive Mother Parker, who was ‘going to keep quiet during her 
second century.’—Yours ever and sincerely.”’ 

Conde (D. T.).—The death in April of Rev. Samuel L. Conde 
was a great loss to the Society, for he was a prolific writer as 
well as a music composer, and all through the years, from De- 
cember, 1856, when he with two brothers and three sisters left 
the Islands, he has kept us in touch with the family, and has 
repeatedly sent hymns and other music which was greatly appre- 
ciated by his old friends. He always seemed to be abounding in 
vitality and reserved strength until a short year or two ago, 
when his sight began to fail and he found himself leaning on 
others. We have not heard from the brothers and sisters, and 
but once from the busy trio of daughters, who seem to have in- 
herited his ability to do things and to find relief from trouble 
in service. Feeling that the beautiful spirit expressed will be 
helpful to others in bereavement, we quote largely from Miss 
Edith’s letter. 

‘“My Dear Mrs Andrews: Just a note to let you know that 
my precious father, Samuel Lee Conde, D. D., slipped away to 
join my mother in the Beautiful Land on Palm Sunday morning, 
April 13, and our hearts are sad and lonely with having had to 
say goodbye to both our parents in less than one year; but we 
know they are both gloriously well and happy and would have 
us brave, strong, and glad in their joy. Father suffered a severe 
heart-attack late in January, from the effects of which he did not 
seem to fully recover, and then in April his nervous system 
seemed to go to pieces, and he failed very rapidly from that to the 
end, being unconscious and free from suffering the last few 
hours. We have indeed a shining heritage in the rare and beau- 
tiful spirit of both father and mother, and my heart is full of 
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thankfulness to the dear Lord for giving us such parents, and let- 
ting us keep them so long. While we are sad and lonely without 
their gracious presence, we know the goodbye is just for a little 
while and we have not lost them. Knowing that we three daugh- 
ters shall have your sympathy in our loss, I am most cordially,— 
Edith Conde.’’ 

Cooke (A. 8.).—Mrs. J. P. Cooke and family left for the Coast 
in September, where they spent two or three months, returning 
in November. In memory of her husband, the late J. P. Cooke, 
Mrs. Cooke donated $25,000 to Central Union, for an organ to be 
placed in the new church yet to be built. Mrs. Cooke is leader in 
one of the neighborhood Lent circles. An engagement in this 
family is of interest to the Cousins. 


In the Atherton branch the three great events of life, birth, 
marriage and death are to be recorded. Miss Violet was married, 
Sept. 23, in San Francisco, to Mr. George Stephen Harris. Mr. and 
Mrs. C. H. Atherton and Mrs. Guard were at the Coast in the 
autumn, Mrs. Atherton, Mrs. Guard and two children remaining 
till November.

In September H. P. Ives writes: ‘‘I have received a line 
from my son Charles informing me that he has found Melton 
Mowbray in the Library of Congress and has ordered a repro- 
duction.’’ He sends a clipping telling of the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the departure of Mr. Bingham and Mr. Thurston from 
Goshen, 

The following letter, though already published in The Friend, 
we insert here as showing, in this Centennial year, the con- 
trasts since the year 1851, when the Ives family left.

Dear Friends :—I am writing this page in answer to your nice 
letter which was received quite a while since, in which you describ- 
ed my boyhood home. We occupied, probably, the little stone 
printing office together with part of the other building until the 
Cookes moved in. The Armstrongs lived opposite. After a few 
years a change was made. The Halls took up their residence in 
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Nuuanu Valley. The Armstrongs went ‘‘Down Town’’ and the 
Clarks took their place. 

What you mention as a ‘‘well kept lawn’’ was, during the dry 
season, mostly dry, parched ground. I don’t seem to remember 
any trees in the yard, but there may have been. The Armstrong 
yard was pleasant but I don’t recall what grew there except that 
‘we children’’ went there to string four-o’clocks. The water for 
irrigation came from pumps operated by hand. Your fine, ‘‘hard 
road for automobiles’? was a dry, dusty highway, but it was 
well patronized, especially on occasions when there was something 
to celebrate. A goodly number of equestrians, male and female, 
mounted on any kind of horse or other beast they could get, 
went racing by at full speed with no one to harm them for ex- 
ceeding the speed limit. This ‘‘wilderness of trees and houses’’ 
was a waste of land where in some places burdocks and other nox- 
ious weeds flourished. Beyond the mission buildings were a few 
native houses. 

JT am a little confused concerning the points of compass, 
but I think the ‘‘old adobe school-house’’ must have been where 
our fathers considered grave and perplexing questions while ‘‘we 
boys’’ whittled industriously on nice soft pieces of pine which 
we got from the Depository lumber yard. The building suited us 
very well. 

About the milking yard. A good strong post stood in a con- 
venient place, and if a cow wouldn’t stand, a good, strong rope 
around her horns and another around her legs kept her in place. 

In the region of the salt pans there were at some seasons ex- 
cellent shallow ponds for sailing our boats. I remember the 
Parker cottage but Mr. Bingham’s study ‘‘with the roof so high 
and sharp as to split the raindrops’’ has faded from my memory. 
I shall never forget Punchbowl and Nuuanu Valley, nor Manoa 
Valley and the grand and beautiful scenery around it, Diamond 
Head and Waikiki, and many other beautiful places.

In the Charles H. Judd family there have been a marriage, 
that of Charles H. Judd III, to Miss Virginia Lopez, and two 
births, that of Charles Hasting Vincent, son of Henry and Cath- 
erine Judd Vincent, and Martin Judd Aden, son of Martin R. 
and Pauahi Judd Aden. Two daughters of Charles H. Judd I, 
Helen Haunani Judd and Edith Margaret Leilehua Judd, have 
been made Cousins, the first by Miss Pauahi Judd, her aunt, and 
the latter by Mrs. Emily Cutts Judd, their grandmother. Mrs. E. 
C. Judd has also made two other grandchildren, Charles William 
Vincent and Francis Swanzy Morgan, members of the Society—the 
latter arriving on her 79th birthday.

My daughter-in-law wrote me that Miss Graydon, a former teacher 
of hers, had gone to Honolulu to help in : ie preparation of 
Pageants. If I had known of it I think I might have gone with 
her, as we had boarded at the same place one summer in Maine. 
With hopes for a wonderful time next spring for all in attendance, 
I remain sincerely yours, (Mrs.) Frances 8S.

I would love 
to be with you in April. What a grand celebration you are to 
have.’? Then she talks enthusiastically of church, pastor and 
Sunday school—young at ninety. 
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Sielchen—The vast estate left to Mrs. Clara Isenberg Sielchen 
is said to be greatly reduced because of confiscation by Germany 
of claims for war purposes and because of depreciation of values. 

Scudder—Dr. Doremus Scudder returned from Red Cross work 
in Siberia in September and was tendered the position of executive 
secretary of the Mission Centennial.

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IN MEMORIAM. 


William Andrews died at his home, 367 Grand Ave., Brooklyn, 
Noo Yon April 19.1919, 

He was born at Lahainaluna, Aug. 21, 1842, and came to 
Honolulu when three years of age. He attended the Royal School 
ander the beloved Dr. Beckwith, and from 1855 to 1861 was a 
Punahou student. Here, as everywhere, he was popular among 
teachers and pupils alike. Of a kindly disposition, amiable temper- 
ament and keen sense of humor, he was full of good cheer, funny 
speeches and witty sayings that kept the whole crowd happy. 

Having set his heart upon gaining a practical knowledge of 
mechanics, he left Oahu College in 1861 or 1862 against the advice 
of the principal, Rev. Cyrus T. Mills, and for three years took 
2 thorough course of instruction under Thomas Hughes, one of the 
founders of the Union Iron Works. 

In 1864 he sailed for New York by way of San Francisco and 
Panama, with a large party of young folks, mostly musical, which 
was augmented at San Francisco by Mary Cooke (Annie Montague 
Turner.) Those comprising the party were Hervey Whitney, 
Emma Smith (Mrs. Dillingham), and her brother Augustus Smith, 
Anna Paris, Carrie Hall, William Andrews, Anne Alexander (Mrs. 
Dickey), Julia Bond, Sarah Johnson (Mrs. Bindt), and the Bishop 
children. They were well chaperoned by Mrs. S. E. Bishop, Mr. 
H. M. Whitney and Rev. and Mrs. Lowell Smith and Mr. and Mrs. 
E. O. Hall, and they had a merry voyage. As they passed out of 
the harbor they sang ‘“‘Isle of Beauty, Fare Thee Well.’’ That 
was the last view William Andrews had of his native land. 

In New York Mr. Andrews went into a manufacturing busi- 
ness with William Rowell and Nevins Armstrong. In 1869 he 
married Miss Adele Oscanyan, daughter of the Turkish consul— 
an American by birth. They made their home in Jersey City, 
afterward in Brooklyn. In business he was widely known in 
steam-power construction and as a mechanical and construction 
engineer and as president of the Andrews Engineering Company of 
Manhattan. 

Two years before his death he had a partial breakdown, after 
which his health gradually failed and life became more restricted. 
Even then, though so near his departure, he was sweet and cheer- 
ful, and at 9 o’clock on the evening of April 19th he quietly and 
painlessly fell asleep to awake with the Easter dawn. 

He leaves a wife, two sons, Lorrin Andrews, Esq., of Honolulu, 
and Thomas H. S. Andrews, a mechanical engineer just returned 
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from active service at Verdun, France, and four daughters, Misses 
Mabel and Ethel Andrews, Mrs. Reginald H. Burcher of 
Brooklyn, and Mrs. Bernhard E. Fernow of Milwaukee, Wis. There 
also survive him one brother, Robert Wilson Andrews of Honolulu, 
and one sister, Mary Ellen (Andrews) Nott of Oakland, Calif. 

Susan (Montgomery) Bailey Andrews died at Paia, Maui, June 
SE bee D919) 

As Susie (Montgomery) Bailey, she came to Hawaii in 1869, 
when only a girl of sixteen years, as the bride of our Cousin 
Horatio Bailey. Her home had been in the East with a strict 
but beloved ‘‘Aunt Jane,’’ and Island life was all new, full of 
interest and very attractive. For many years their home was on 
a ranch on the slopes of grand old Haleakala with its magnificent 
view and climate beyond compare. If her longings went out for 
more society, she hid the longing, made companions of her two 
children and kept her home bright with song and story. Later, 
during Mr. Bailey’s long illness, and after his decease, she took 
up nursing, a profession for which she was by nature fitted, and 
in which she made many life-long friends, for, cheery and sym- 
pathetic, she brightened the room and the company where she 
chanced to be. 

Mr. Bailey died in 1899 and in 1908 Mrs. Bailey married 
Judge Lorrin A. Andrews of Hilo. Then followed a few years of 
ideal happiness. Even in his last illness she relieved the pain 
with skilled fingers and loving care, and they talked together of 
the Home to which he was going and which he pictured as so 
attractive and desirable. His only regret at making the exchange 
was that she must be left behind. Now she has gone to join him 
in that higher life. She was ever a loving, faithful wife, devoted 
mother and a true and steadfast friend. 

John T. Arundel died in Bournemouth, England, Nov. 30th, 1919, 
news of his death reaching Honolulu in January, 1920. 

Mr. Arundel became a Cousin in 1878, being at that time a 
clerk in one of the English firms of Honolulu and a great favorite 
among the young people of the city. He was married later and 
his wife died in 1887. It is said he made a fortune in the export 
of phosphate from Ocean Island. He was ever the friend of the 
Micronesian missionaries and assisted the Nauru mission quite a 
bit. Mr. Delaporte of that mission spoke of him in high praise, 
as a man of ability and sterling character and a _ consecrated 
Christian business man. Mr. Arundel left at least one daughter, 
Mrs. Aris, who regrets she is not able to answer all letters of 
sympathy and inquiry. When Mr. Arundel met with anything 
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that helped him on in the higher life he often had it re-printed 
and passed it on to others. In 1912 he sent a full set of his ‘‘re- 
prints’’ to the Cousins’ Society. Here is a part of a poem story by 
Mrs. Herrick Johnson. 


‘‘And there in the deepening twilight 
I seemed to be clasping a Hand, 
And to feel a great love constraining me, 
Stronger than my command. 


** And I knew by the thrill of sweetness 
"Twas the hand of the Blessed One 
That would tenderly guide and hold me 

Till all the labor is done. 


So my thoughts are nevermore gloomy, 
My faith no longer is dim, 

But my heart is strong and restful, 
And mine eyes are unto Him. 


Miss Kate Marion Atherton died at beautiful Luakaha, Hono- 
lulu, July 24, 1919. 

She was born in Honolulu, Oct. 4, 1879, and here she spent her 
life with the exception of a few extended visits in California. 
From one of these she returned only two months before her 
death—two happy months with her own dear ones in this Para- 
dise of the Paiific before entering the real Paradise above. 

Miss Kate was a great sufferer on earth, but as one of her 
friends said, ‘‘Her life was filled with good works and almsdeeds.”’ 
It was one of her pleasures to do for the needy. She gave largely 
to Kakaako Mission, and it was she who financed the ‘‘ Aloha’’ 
manufacturing plant to give work to deserving girls, with a com- 
iortable rest hour and facilities for preparing hot luncheons. She 
became a member of the Cousins’ Society when two years old. 
All her life she had been a faithful attendant and for years a con- 
sistent member of Central Union Church. 


Safe to the land, safe to the land, 
The end is this, 
And then with Him go hand in hand

Mr. Lincoln Mansfield Baldwin, the third son of David Dwight 
and Lois Gregory Baldwin, and grandson of the missionaries, Rev. 
and Mrs. Dwight Baldwin, was born in Lahaina, Maui, August 
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19, 1863. He was married Aug. 7, 1891, to Miss Ellen Milbourne 
Dickinson of Lahaina and here four of his children were born. 
He spent most of his life on Maui. He attended Punahou, and for a 
time worked on the plantation at Kaluanui, Maui, and afterwards 
became sugar boiler in Waihee mill on Maui. Later, he attended 
Heald’s Business College and after returning in 1889, took charge 
of a store in Lahaina, Maui. Then in 1894, he was appointed 
deputy sheriff of Lahaina, and on Aug. 1, 1896, was transferred to 
Wailuku as deputy. On the first day of October, 1896, he was 
appointed sheriff of Kauai, which position he held but one month, 
for while on Kauai he received notice of his appointment as 
sheriff of Maw. He held this position for 14 years, and those who 
recall some of the trying occasions of those years and the way he 
coped with them, are best able to appreciate the strength that was 
masked by his mild exterior. During the great strike of Japanese 
plantation laborers at Lahaina, when the National Guard had to be 
called out and soldiers were sent up from Honolulu to quell the 
disturbance, his determined stand and personal courage on that 
occasion evoked the admiration of everybody. Then on another 
occasion, some Japanese of Puunene, Maui, had been arrested 
and their friends got the Japanese together until a little army had 
been assembled, with the purpose in view of releasing their com- 
rades from the Wailuku jail. The thousand or more Japanese 
marched as far as the sand-hills, where they sent out scouts, who 
returned with the information that the sheriff had called upon all 
the citizens of Wailuku to assist him and his men in defending the 
jail, and that a goodly number of them were waiting to give the 
Japanese a warm reception, each man having been supplied with a 
rifle or revolver. Sheriff Baldwin lined up his men in the jail 
building and addressed them in a few brief words, asking them to 
defend the jail and fight to the last man. There were no heroics in 
the speech, just a quiet, simple appeal to the men to do their duty 
and die in doing it, if need be. He was the coolest man there. 
The Japanese army in the sandhills, on learning of the Sheriffs 
determination to resist any attack on the jail, held a council of war 
and decided to break camp and return home. A little after mid- 
vight the whole army marched back to the camps. The best part 
of Mr. Baldwin’s life was spent working for the government. 
For when County Government was organized he was nominated to 
run for treasurer, and was elected in 1910. Few men on Maui have 
been more highly appreciated and respected than Lincoln Mansfield 
Baldwin. Of an extremely quiet and unobtrusive manner, he was 
at the same time a leader in most of the best movements and inter- 
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ests of his community. In a quiet, unostentatious way he attended 
to his duties and performed them in a most conscientious manner. 
Of him it may be said with truth that he was one of nature’s 
noblemen. Of enemies he had none, and his many friends loved 
and respected him. He had been the only custodian of the county 
funds up to the time of his death, and the office, although 
an elective one, had come to him without contest almost from the 
beginning. In recent years it had been taken as a matter of 
course that he should succeed himself at each succeeding election. 
He occupied a unique position, especially in politics, and had a 
character which was unique itself. 

Mr. Baldwin passed away at the home of his mother, in Haiku, 
Maui, on Nov. 18, 1919, after an illness of some months. He leaves 
a widow, a daughter, Edith Lois Baldwin, and six sons, Ernest 
Perrine, Harold Mansfield, Herbert Dickenson, Clarence Rowley, 
Arthur Norman, and Ralph Douglass Baldwin; a mother, three 
sisters and four brothers. | Dime Vian s 

Mrs. Cornelia A. (Sessions) Bishop died at her home in Hono- 
lulu, Feb. 29, 1920, at the age of 94 years, I month, 17 days. 

As Cornelia A. Sessions, Mother Bishop was born Jan. 12, 1826, 
at Albany, N. Y., the daughter of Rev. John Sessions, D. D. 
She was educated at Mt. Holyoke, that pioneer school for women. 
On May 31st, 1852, she was married to Rev. Sereno Edwards 
Bishop and they left immediately as missionaries under the Ameri- 
ean Board to the Sandwich Islands. They came by way of Panama, 
and on that memorable moonhght night when the Cousins’ Society 
was born in Honolulu they were waiting in San Francisco for a 
ship to bring them here. 

Mr. Bishop was first sent as Seamen’s Chaplain to Lahaina, 
where for about seven years they lived in the old Richards house. 
Here in 1857 their first great sorrow came to them in the loss 
of their little two-year-old Charley. Again two years later while 
spending their Sabbatical year in the home land they were called 
to mourn the death of their little George. 

On their return Rey. and Mrs. Bishop were sent to Hana 
as Home Missionaries, and in that beautiful but lonely station they 
remained three years. In 1865 Mr. Bishop became principal of 
Lahainaluna Seminary, where for twelve years they both felt that 
they did the best work of their lives. Here in 1875, after lingering 
a whole month by the way the sad news reached them of the 
death of their eldest son, Edward, a junior at Amherst, in whom 
was centered their brightest hopes. Two years later, in 1877, 
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they moved to Honolulu and while Dr. Bishop devoted himself to. 
literature and science, Mrs. Bishop was weaving her life into 
the activities of Honolulu and endearing herself to the people. 
She was very active in the Bethel church and later in Central 
Union. In the Cousins’ Society she also served at times with Dr. 
Bishop as editor of the Maile Wreath, but it was as secretary for 
eighteen years of the Woman’s Board of Missions that her liter- 
ary ability, her tact and good judgment were best displayed. 

Vivid memory pictures reveal Mother Bishop’s leading char- 
acteristics in varied ways. Not only do we see her dignified, 
devoted and alert as secretary of the Woman’s Board, but also as 
the dainty little lady in lavender and lace, calling with her young 
daughter on strangers in town, and again we see her as the model 
hostess. One tropical home scene pictures her in an easy chair at 
the center-table with a bright lamp, a mending basket and busy fin- 
gers while talking to her guests; on the other side is Dr. Bishop ab- 
sorbed in his book, his daughter Della perched on the arm of his 
chair, while her brother John entertains his young friends on the 
moonht veranda outside the open door. Another home-scene shows 
her reading aloud to her grandchildren and their friends whose 
hands are quietly busy with the wardrobes of their dolls. And in 
that same quaint home by the rippling stream, now aglow with the 
graceful golden-shower, she stands on her golden-wedding day, 
self-possessed, calm and happy. 

That poise and self-possession she retained in her later years 
when her life-companion was taken and she had no strong arm to 
lean on, and when the shadows kept creeping over her and dark- 
ness shut out the faces of her friends; even then there was a 
bright side. Her great love threw a halo over her friends and all 
the people, and her beautiful faith gave her visions of a better 
world here, and a glimpse of gladness beyond the pearly gates, at 
whose portals she tarried long, but through which she has entered 
unto the full glory of undimmed day. 

John Egbert Bishop died in Dover, N. J., May 29, 1919, aged 
twenty-six years. 

John Egbert Bishop, son of Dr. John Sessions Bishop, was born 
Oct. 12, 1893, at Forest Grove, Oregon. He was a graduate of 
Pacific University at Forest Grove, Ore., and later did graduate 
work at Clark University, at Worcester, Mass. He married Miss 
Margaret Jones of Forest Grove. During the war he held a posi- 
tion as chemist at the Dover Arsenal at Dover, N. J. He was killed 
May 29, 1919, by a shell to which he was giving the final test. 
He left a wife and two year old son. 
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Rev. Samuel L. Conde, D. D., civil war veteran, composer and 
descendant of the Prince of Conde, died at his home, 947 South 
Union Avenue, Los Angeles, April 13, 1919. 

Samuel Conde was born at Lahaina, Maui, Sept. 20, 1837, the 
eldest son of Rev. Daniel T. Conde, who came to the Islands April 
9, 1837, in the barque ‘‘Mary Frazier.’’ They were commissioned 
to form a station at Hana, Maui, but disembarked at Lahaina for a 
few months for the study of the language. Here little Samuel 
was born, and when three months old embarked with his parents 
on a native schooner. They were two days and a night in reaching 
Hana, their home a thatched house, 12 by 20 feet, with ground 
floor spread with lauhala mats, having one open door and no 
windows. This, with improvements, was their home for nearly ten 
years, and then for about seven years his parents lived at 
Wailuku. Samuel was sent to Punahou School, Honolulu, in 1851, 
where he remained until 1856. His mother, ‘‘a very superior 
woman,’’ died in Wailuku in 1855, and in December, 1856, his be- 
reaved father took Samuel with his two brothers and three sisters 
to the States. Here Samuel finished his education, studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in New York. He married Dee. 31, 1861, 
Miss Elizabeth Collier, who preceded him by only a few months, 
passing away in June, 1918. 

He enlisted early in the Civil War, serving as lieutenant in 
the 57th New York Infantry, and recruited the llth New York 
Battery. Later he entered and graduated at Auburn Theological 
Seminary, served as presiding pastor at Troy, Pa., at Tunkhannock, 
Pa., Rockford, [ll., and Cleveland, Ohio, from which latter city 
he moved to Los Angeles ten years ago to make a home in a 
milder climate. Dr. Conde was an accomplished musician and 
composer of sacred songs. He became a life member of the 
Cousins’ Society in 1864 and wrote long, interesting and fre- 
quent letters which were highly appreciated. His last letter was 
written last summer, telling of the death of his wife and giving 
addresses of his brothers and sisters. 

Dr. Conde leaves three daughters, Agnes Elizabeth of Los 
Angeles; Bertha, National Student Secretary Y. W. C. A., and 
Edith, formerly religious work diréctor of the Los Angeles Y. W. 
C, A. There survive him also two brothers, Charles A. Conde 
of Camden, N. Y., and Henry T. Conde of Peoria, Ill., and two 
sisters, Miss Pauline Conde of Elgin, Ill., and Mrs. Lucy (Conde) 
King of Rockford, Ill. 


Mary Esme Gertrude Damon died in Honolulu on July 6, 1919. 


Esme Damon was born at Moanalua on November 19, 1899. 
She was the eldest daughter of Edward and Gertrude Damon. 
Her early years were spent at Moanalua with her brother and 
sister where she led the happy life of a child brought up in the 
country. When she was five her father died as the result of a 
knife wound received from a Filipino, and soon after she lost a 
baby brother. These tragedies undoubtedly had a saddening effect 
on Esme, but through it all her companionship with her mother 
was always a very close and beautiful one. 

At the age of six she started school at Punahou. When she 
was twelve years old she and her mother visited her mother’s home 
in Scotland and Esme met for the first time her many Scotch 
relatives. On their way home they visited relatives in Waterbury, 
Connecticut, and Esme spent a night at Westover School, becoming 
very enthusiastic over it. A few years later her heart’s desire 
was granted and she returned to Westover. There she spent two 
happy years and had returned for her senior year, as head of the 
Glee Club, when she broke down in health. 

After a few months’ rest in New York she returned to the 
Islands and was soon herself again. Full of energy she busied 
herself in many war activities and was always ready to help. No 
one ever knew her to refuse to lend a hand and her cheerful and 
willing spirit endeared her to all with whom she came in contact. 

Always ambitious, she took up a stenographer’s course in order 
to fit herself for more serious war work. During six months she 
worked strenuously, meanwhile carrying on her other interests— 
such as secretary of the Humane Society, home duties, a sewing 
class for the poor children at Moanalua, and many other good 
works. At the first signs of strain, her mother took her away 
from all her activities and forced her to rest. 

But her health, always frail, gave way and for several months 
she suffered from a breakdown, After her sister’s return from 
Westover, she recovered somewhat and saw her friends. There- 
fore, it was a sudden shock when pneumonia set in on July 5th 
and on July 6th, Sunday morning, she passed quietly away. 

The following quotations are from letters of friends: 

‘Esme made friends wherever she went, spread sunshine every- 
where and was loved by all with whom she came in contact and 
everyone will miss her.’’ 

“Hers was such a lovely disposition, such charm of manner as 
to endear her to everyone who knew her.”’ 

‘With such deep and earnest expression so seldom in a young 
girl, she used to ask me the most profound questions in regard to 
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art, life and science. But especially when we talked about music 
the idea that she was too deep a character to live long came to 
me, for it has often been said, ‘He whom God loves dies-young.’ 
And so our little Esme must have been a favorite of God.’’ 

‘“Esme was loved by us all. She was like a beautiful delicate 
flower. It is almost like an unconscious fragrance she has left in 
our hearts.’’ 

‘‘In every situation she was beautiful and filled every hope 
one could possibly have in regard to her. Young as she was, she 
fulfilled her life. She will be a joy to us as long as we live. 
What she gave to us we shall keep and it will be a part of our 
daily life.’’ 

‘‘Death steals our fairest and dearest ones, but 

‘Death doth not long divide, 
For is it not as if the rose 
Had climbed to the garden wall, 
And blossomed on the other side?’ 
, E. M. C. 

Died in Berkeley, Calif., January 13, 1920, Florence (Thrall) 
Deacon, beloved wife of Charles W. Deacon. 

Florence Thrall was an only child when she married our Cou- 
sin Charles Wetmore Deacon on June 18th, 1907. She became a 
member of our Society two years ago together with her three 
charming little daughters, Katherine Wetmore, Elinor and Doro- 
thea Deacon. In April we received the following heart-breaking 
note from Mrs. Catherine W. Deacon. 

‘‘It is my sorrowful duty to report the untimely death, by 
influenza, of my beloved daughter-in-law, Florence (Thrall) Dea- 
con, wife of Charles W. Deacon, my eldest son. A devoted wife 
and mother and an unusually filial, only child of adoring parents, 
her loss is immeasurable.’’ 

The center of the home-circle, receiving the devotion and 
homage of her husband and children, it seems inexplicable that 
she should have been torn from them in the prime of life and 
in the midst of radiant health. Her sudden death was a terrible 
blow to the whole family, and a wide circle of friends also 
mourn her loss. 

Mrs. Ada Byron (Loomis) Ellsworth, eldest child of Albert 
Seward Loomis, and granddaughter of Elisha Loomis, the pioneer 
printer, died July 8, 1919, at Ypsilanti, Mich. 

She was born Oct. 11th, 1847, at Ypsilanti, received her early 
education there and graduated at the Michigan State Normal 
School in 1870. Two years later, Oct. 2nd, 1872, she was married 
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to John E. Ellsworth, who died ten years ago. She is survived 
by an only daughter, and two grandsons—children of her daughter 
who passed away years ago. She had spent her entire life in 
Ypsilanti and vicinity and had been in failing health from paralysis 
for over a year. 

Mrs, Julia Covington Johnson Fyfe, widow of the late David 
K. Fyfe, died in San Jose, Calif., Feb. 4, 1920. 

As Julia Covington Johnson she was born at Waioli, Kauai, 
July 4, 1846, the fifth child and fourth daughter of Rev. Edward 
and Lois S. F. Johnson of the large Eighth Company of Hawaiian 
missionaries, and her childhood was passed in the beautiful valley 
of Hanalei, with its towering mountains, dark canyons, dashing 
cascades, flowing rivers and tropic sea. From 1861 to 1866 she 
lived at Punahou. Fair, sprightly and pretty, her young life was 
a happy one. In 1868 she married David K. Fyfe, then in govern- 
ment employ under the late Marshal Parke, and after some years, 
in 1884, they left for California, where they made their home. 
Ten children came to them, but one by one they were carried to 
Him who said ,‘‘Suffer the little children to come unto me,’’ and 
three sons and one daughter only survive their mother. Mr. Fyfe 
died in Vancouver, Canada, in 1892. After his death Mrs. Fyfe 
made her home with her sister Sarah, Mrs. Geo. Williams, at 
Twin Lakes, Santa Cruz. When Mrs. Williams entered the higher 
life on Jan. Ist, 1915, Mrs. Fyfe remained in this lovely retreat. 
Her earthly end came through an automobile accident while on 
her way to church. A fractured collar-bone was repaired but 
pneumonia set in and she passed away Jan. 4th, 1920. She leaves, 
besides her four children, one loved sister, Miss A. Frances John- 
son of Pearl City. 

Daniel Paul Rice Isenbuerg died in Honolulu April 12, 1919. 

D. P. R. Isenberg was born at Lihue, Kauai, June 11, 1866, the 
son of the late Paul and Maria Rice Isenberg. Early left mother- 
less he was placed in an Episcopal school in Honolulu for his 
early education. In 1879 his father returned with his family to 
Germany and there his education was completed. He became 
a gifted musicion and on his return to Hawaii his fine tenor voice 
was in great demand on public occasions as well as in the homes 
of his many friends. He came back to Lihue in 1887 and a few 
years later moved to Waialae, Oahu. Here he established the 
Waialae Ranch, was chief stock-holder in the Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, did much to establish the dairy industry and was largely 
instrumental in having land set apart and money appropriated 
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for the Territorial Market. He was a member of the Senate 
in 1903-1905 and of the House of Representatives in 1913-1915. 

Mr. Isenberg was married back in the 90’s. In 1916 he married 
the second time, Miss Bertha Kopke. He leaves besides his wife, 
a little daughter, Dora Jane Isenberg. 

Mr. Henry Johnson died in San Diego, Calif., June 23, 1919. 

Henry Johnson was born at Waiola, Kauai, Sept. 4, 1848, and 
received his education at Punahou. In 1878 he married Mrs. Isa- 
bella Holden Dickson of Hilo, Hawaii, and for some years they 
made their home at Kohala, on a plantation. Mr. Johnson was ap- 
pointed district judge, but his health failed and he removed to 
California. Here he bought a farm on which he lived for many 
years, and here he died, having suffered for years from cancer 
of the stomach. He leaves a son, Walter Johnson, of California, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Rudolph Bindt, of Honolulu, 

Mrs. Mary Kluegel died in Honolulu Jan. 17, 1920. 


As Mary Taylor, she was the daughter of the missionaries Rev. 
Elijah and Persis Thurston Taylor, and granddaughter of Rev. 
Asa and Lucy Thurston, the pioneer missionaries. She was born 
Dec. 26, 1850, at Lahaina, Maui, educated in Oakland and gradu- 
ated at Mills College. She was married at San Rafael, Calif., June 
24, 1874, to Charles H. Kluegel, a civil engineer well known in 
business circles in California and on the Islands. Mrs. Kluegel 
was given to good works. The church and mission societies and the 
Red Cross found in her an active worker. She visited the sick, 
seeming to know just what to say and to do to inspire courage and 
strength. She fonnd her way to those in sorrow, carrying hope 
and cheer. The poor found in her a practical helper, and her 
advice was freely given to those needing to make a new start in 
life. Even the grasp of her hand seemed to impart strength. She 
was devoted to her Alma Mater, being for a long time president of 
the Mills Club and acustomed to entertain members of the Mills 
faculty and friends of Mills College. Mrs. Kluegel was one of 
the early members of the Cousins Society, becoming a member dur- 
ing the first year of its existence in 1852, and she dearly loved its 
interests. 

Mr. Austin P. Nichols died at his home, 4 Highland Ave., Haver- 
hill, Mass., April 14, 1919, after a brief illness. He was 64 years 
of age. He was stricken suddenly with triple apoplexy, passing in- 
to unconsciousness from which he never rallied. Previous to that 
time he had been in fairly good health, although not up to his 
usual strength for the past year or more. He leaves a wife 
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(Maude Kittredge), who is a Cousin and will be well remem- 
bered by many of the Island friends of the present itme. 

About six years ago Mr. and Mrs. Nichols, in company with 
Mr. and Mrs. Maurice Kittredge of Berkeley, Calif., made a trip 
to Hawaii Nei. For Mr. Kittredge and Mrs. Nichols,- who are 
twins, and spent the early days of their lives in Honolulu and 
Hilo, this was a period of especial pleasure in the renewal of 
early friendships and the revisiting of childhood scenes. The 
volcano was included in the itinerary of the party and there Mr. 
Nichols came upon Prof. Jagger, an early friend and acquaintance 
of his at Boston School of Technology, and enjoyed much the 
meeting, as he had all his hfe been a student of nature and es- 
pecially interested in science. 

The many friends of Mrs. Nichols will sympathize with her in 
her loss and grieve with her in her loneliness. 

MRS, R. F. K. C. 

Mrs. Emma Clarissa Smith died at Pasadena, Calif., on Jan. 
10, 1920. 

She was born at Koloa, Kauai, Nov. 10, 1843, the eldest 
daughter of Dr. and Mrs. J. W. Smith, and early shared in the 
duties and responsibilities of a missionary Doctor’s family. 
She was accustomed to see a row of natives on the long settee at 
her father‘s door waiting for treatment, and to have them pass 
by her house and through the orchard, helping themselves to 
the fruit of certain trees that were not tabu, but never touching 
the trees reserved for the Doctor’s family. For years she assisted 
her mother in their native school, which often assembled on the 
veranda by Miss Emma‘s door. There, too, was held the sewing- 
school where the women and girls were happy to meet day after 
day. Miss Emma taught by example as well as precept, for she 
was very neat in her dress and appearance and exact in all her 
habits. She was literary in her tastes. She attended Mr. Dole’s 
school on Kauai and for a time was a pupil at Punahou. She went 
to the Coast and afterward made her home in California, residing 
for many years in Pasadena, near her sister, Mrs. Wm. Waterhouse. 
She had not been well for some time, but had many opportunities 
for cultivating her literary tastes, and her naturally generous 
disposition found many outlets for doing good. 

Judge William Locke Whitney died in New York City, Jan. 
15.2920: 

He was born in Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 8, 1876, and came to 
Honolulu with his parents in 1877. He attended the first kinder- 
garten (private) in Honolulu and passed through the grades of 
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Punahou Preparatory, 1883-1894. He graduated from Oberlin, and 
in 1898 received the degree of L. L. D. at Columbia College. In 
1901 he married Miss Sadie Mae Sutton and returned to Honolulu 
where he went into the law firm of W. R. Castle. He was ap- 
pointed district magistrate for Honolulu, being noted for his 
quick and fair decisions. He became first deputy attorney general, 
and in 1909 was appointed circuit judge of Honolulu. Here, as 
judge of the juvenile court he seemed to be in his element, for 
with a practical knowledge of boy life and boy nature, he was 
able to temper justice with mercy and to do a real mission work 
in starting wayward, thoughtless boys on the upward path. 

Mr. Whitney was injured, his leg being broken by a falling 
tree in the big storm of Dec. 3, 1918. The leg failed to heal 
properly, and even with the use of crutches he suffered much pain. 
In early autumn he and Mrs. Whitney left for the mainland 
for the purpose of having it re-broken and re-set. This was done 
in New York City, but even such heroie treatment failed to save 
his useful life, which seemed to be cut short prematurely—seemed, 
because we do not know why he was promoted at this time to 
other scenes and other duties. 


Judge Whitney became a member of this Society in 1886, and 
of Central Union Church in 1889 during the pastorate of Dr. EK. G. 
Beckwith. He served this church as an active, faithful, efficient 
member and will be missed from its ranks as well as from civic 
life and from the uplifting of boy life in the land. 

Albert Spencer Wilcox died at his home on Kauai, July 7, 
1919. He was born in Hilo, May 24, 1844, the fourth son of 
Abner and Eliza (Hart) Wilcox. His parents soon moved to 
Waialua, Oahu, and from there to Waioli, Kauai. In this beau- 
tiful valley and in the mission home of quaint New England 
farm-house type, built by Father Alexander, the boy grew up. 
When seven years old he made with his father the long trip via 
the Panama Canal back to Connecticut and return. His education 
was received at Punahou. He then went into the sugar business, 
at that time in its early and precarious days, on the land at 
Waipaa, adjoining his home. Later he moved to Hanamaulu, 
where he was for many years the manager of that section of 
Lihue Plantation. In 1898 he married Mrs. Emma Napoleon 
Mahelona, and acquiring an estate on the slopes of Kilohana, above 
Lihue, he divided his time between the home there and the 
Princeville Plantation in the Hanalei Valley. He was endowed with 
a keen sense of humor and the kind heart which so often accom- 
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panies that quality. His interest in island institutions was unfail- 
ing and he gave liberally to our schools, hospitals and churches, 
among them Punahou, Mid-Pacific Institute, the Hawaiian Board, 
the Kauikeolani Children’s Hospital, and Samuel Mahelona 
Hospital for Tuberculosis on Kauai. With his passing, Hawaii 
loses another of her loyal sons, whole-heartedly devoted to her 
welfare and that of her people. 

Mrs. Nina Goodale Wolfe died in Honolulu June 13, 1919. 

Mrs. Wolfe, as Nina Goodale, was born at Koloa, Kauai, Dec. 
27, 1842. In 1869 she became a member of the Cousins’ Society. 
In 1871 and for three years she assisted Miss Mary Green as 
teacher in the Waialua Girls’ School, and here in 1874 she became 
the bride of C. F. Wolfe and lived in Honolulu. <A son was born 
to them who grew up and went to the mainland. In 1878 a dear 
little daughter came and after a few days was taken to be with 
the angels. They then adopted a little girl, Ethel, who grew up a 
comfort and a joy, became a teacher and a mission worker and in 
1911 was married to Mr. Alfred Warren of the experiment sta- 
tion in Honolulu. They soon left for the mainland and are now 
in Florida. Mrs. Wolfe, tired of living alone, went to the 
King’s Daughters’ Home, where she found congenial companions, 
a beautiful environment and every needed care, and from this 
lovely spot she passed to the Home above. As long as Mrs. 
Wolfe was able to go out she was a constant attendant at Central 
Union Church, where her name was recorded in the first year 
of its existence. 

Prof, C. H. Hitchcock and D. L. Withington did not arrive in 
Honolulu in time to become eligible by adoption to membership in 
this Society, but they were Cousins in spirit, and as such we 
miss them. 

Prof. Charles H. Hitchcock died in Honolulu Nov. 5, 1919. 
He first visited Hawaii in 1878 and again he returned as a s¢ci- 
entist before bringing his family to live in beautiful Manoa. 
Since 1910 he and Mrs. Hitchcock have seemed as much a part 
of Central Union Church as if they had always belonged to it. 
They were so sincere, true, wise and cordial that we feel that 
one of the old foundation stones had dropped out. 

David L. Withington died in Honolulu July 21st. 1919. Mr. 
Withington was another strong man in church and community. 
He was a lawyer who dared to take an unpopular case because 
it was the right side; a man in public service who stood for 
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uncompromising principle; a man gentle and protective toward 
childhood, courteous and respectful toward womanhood, a model 
husband and father and a faithful friend, with a spirit overflowing 
with strength, vitality and humor—a Christian gentleman whom 
we would gladly call ‘‘Cousin.”’ 


Since the closing of our record there passed away in Honolulu, 
April 17, 1920, Charles K. Hyde, son of Rev. and Mrs. C. M. 
Hyde of this mission.

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CHARTER OF INCORPORATION. 


To all to whom these presents shall come, I, Alexander J. Camp- 
bell, Treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii, send greeting: 

Whereas, Clarence Hyde Cooke, President; Albert Francis Judd, 
Vice-President; Maria Sheeley Andrews, Secretary; Robert Wilson 
Andrews, Recorder, and Lyle Alexander Dickey, Treasurer of an 
association known as The Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society, 
have in behalf and by authority of the said association made appli- 
cation to me, as Treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii, to grant the 
said association a charter of incorporation under the corporate 
name of The Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society for the purposes 
of perpetuating the memory of the missionary fathers and mothers 
who brought Christianity to these Islands, of promoting union 
among its members, of cultivating in them an active missionary 
spirit, stirring them up to good deeds and of assisting in the sup- 
port of Christian work: 

Now, therefore, know ye that I, the said Alexander J. Campbell, 
as such Treasurer aforesaid, and by and with the consent of the 
Governor of the Territory and in the exercise and execution of every 
power and authority in any wise enabling me in this behalf, do 
hereby constitute the members of the said association a body ecor- 
porate under the name of The Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society 
for the term of fifty years for the purposes aforesaid with power by 
that name in their corporate capacity to sue and be sued, to adopt 
and use a seal and the same to alter at pleasure, to take, purchase, 
receive, hold, sell and convey such real and personal estate as the 
purposes of the corporation shall require, not exceeding in the whole 
sum the value of $100,000.00 and to mortgage the same to secure 
any debt of the corporation. Its location shall be in said Honolulu. 
It shall have power to make By-Laws for the management of its 
property, the election and removal of its officers and members and 
the regulation of its affairs, and such By-Laws from time to time to 
repeal, alter or amend, but the Constitution and the By-Laws here- 
tofore adopted by the said association shall be the By-Laws of the 
said corporation until the same shall have been repealed, altered or 
amended with the exception of Articles 1, 2 and 10 of said constitu- 
tion. 

There shall be a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer of the corporation, upon any one of whom service of 
process may be made, whose names and residences and also the 
By-Laws of the corporation shall be filed in the Office of the Treas- 
urer of the Territory. 
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No stock shall be issued nor dividends paid by the corporation. 

The members of the said association and such other persons as 
shall from time to time be elected as members shall be members of 
the corporation and its officers shall be the same persons who are 
now the officers of the said association until otherwise provided by 
the corporation. 

The property of the said corporation shall alone be liable for 
payment of its debts and liabilities.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE 1. 


The officers of the corporation shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer and a Recorder, all of whom, except the 
Recorder, shall be elected by ballot, to hold office for one year, or 
until their successors are elected or appointed. 


ARTICLE 2. 


At each annual meeting of the corporation, or as soon aiter as 
possible, the President shall appoint not less than three nor more 
than ten members, who, together with the officers mentioned in 
Article 1, shall constitute a Board of Managers, and who shail hold 
office until the next annual meeting, or until their successors are 
appointed. 


ARTICLE 3. 


Any descendant, or consort of a descendant of those who are or 
who have been members of the American Protestant Mission of 
these Islands, or are members of this corporation, may become a 
certified Life Member by paying ten dollars at one time, or one 
dollar as a first payment and one dollar or more annually thereafter 
until ten dollars has been paid. 


ARTICLE 4. 


All members of the American Protestant Mission are Honorary 
Members of this corporation. Any person may be admitted as an 
Honorary member by the consent of the Board of Managers, ap- 
proved by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any meet- 
ing of the Society. 


ARTICLE 5. 
Any member may appeal from any action of the Board of Man- 


agers. If the appeal is seconded, such action may be reversed by a 
majority vote of the members present. 
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ARTICLE 6. 


The corporation shall hold an annual meeting in April, in com- 
memoration of the landing of the Missionaries in these Islands. 
Officers for the ensuing year shall be elected, reports of retiring offi- 
cers read and appropriations made. Special meetings may also be 
held at the call of the President whenever any missionary or social 
interest shall in his opinion render such meeting desirable. 


ARTICLE 7. 


Each member may upon application receive a certificate of mem- 
bership in the following form, to be signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Treasurer :

ARTICLE 8. 


The President shall preside over the meetings of the corpcration, 
appoint the Recorder and all committees not otherwise provided for, 


sign all certificates of membership and arrange the program of ex- 
ercises for each meeting. He may convene the corporation to spe- 
cial meetings at his discretion. He shall also be ex-officio President 
of the Board of Managers. 
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ARTICLE 9. 


The Vice-President shall audit the Annual Report of the Treas- 
urer, and perform all the duties of the President in case of his 
absence. 


ARTICLE 10. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary, who may be a salaried offi- 
cer, to keep a record of the proceedings of the corporation at its 
several meetings, make out an abstract of the proceedings of the 
corporation for its annual meeting, and be, ex-officio, Secretary of 
the Board of Managers. The Secretary shall carry out the corre- 
spondence of the corporation at home and abroad, take charge of 
the books and papers of the corporation, see to the publication of 
matters of interest, and report at the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 11. 


The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep all moneys belong- 
ing to the Corporation, and pay out therefrom only upen order of 
the Board of Managers or on approval of the President. He shall 
countersign all certificates of membership, and shall at each annual 
meeting present an accurate statement of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the corporation during the year, and of its invested funds, 
and present his books and vouchers to the Vice-President to audit 
before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 12. 


All membership fees shall be placed in a fund to be known as 
‘“‘The Maintenance Fund.’’ The fund shall be kept invested. Until 
the principal thereof become $1000.00 the interest from such fund 
shall be added thereto. After such amount shall have accumulated, 
the interest of the fund may be used in defraying the running 
expenses of the corporation. 


ARTICLE 13. 


The Recorder, who may be a salaried officer, shall keep a book of 
records, in which shall be placed the names of all the missionaries 
sent to the Hawaiian Islands by the A. B. C. F. M. prior to the year 
1900, their date of arrival, departure, death, and such other infor- 
mation of historical value as may be collected. 
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Also the names of all the descendants of each of said mission- 
aries, their marriage, residence, death, and any data of value relat- 
ing to them which may be obtained. 

The names of all the life members of this Corporation shall be 
recorded, 

This book of records shall be kept in such a manner that the 
genealogy of any name upon its pages may be traced accurately to 
his or her missionary ancestor. 


ARTICLE 14. 


§1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to Superin- 
tend all business transactions of the Corporation not otherwise pro- 
vided for, have the general control and management of the property 
of the Corporation, subject to the By-Laws and such resolutions as 
shall from time to time be adopted at meetings of the corporation, 
and to keep full and correct minutes of its own proceedings. 

§2. Any member desiring to bring any business befcre the 
Board of Managers shall make known such business in a written 
application to some member of the Board, who shall lay it before 
the Board for its action. 

§3. The Board of Managers shall decide upon all applications 
for membership under Article 4 of the By-Laws; and also make 
recommendations concerning the disposition of the funds of the cor- 
poration. 

S4. <A report of the Board of Managers shall be presented to the 
corporation at each meeting. 

§5. Any vacancies occurring in the Board of Managers, by 
death or otherwise, may be filled by the President. 

§6. Special meetings of the Board may be called by the Presi- 
dent at his discretion, or by three members thereof. The Secretary 
of the Board shall note the members present at each meeting. Three 
members with the President, or a majority of the Board, shal) con- 
stitute a quorum, 


ARTICLE 15. 


The President shall appoint a Publication Committee of three 
members, one of which shall be retired from service each year, and 
the vacancy filled by appointment of the same or of another mem- 
ber of the corporation. The committee shall supervise all matters 
connected with the printing and distributing of the publications of 
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the corporation and shall assist, when calMed upon, the Secretary 
and Recorder, both of which officers shall be ex-officio members of 
the committee. 


ARTICLE 16. 


1. The regular meetings of the Hawaiian Mission Chitdren’s: 
Society shall be opened by prayer and the singing of a hymn. 

2. The minutes of the last meeting shall be read by the Secre- 
tary. 

3. The report of the Board of Managers, Secretary and Treas-. 
urer shall then be read and acted upon. 

4. A collection shall be taken up by the Treasurer. 

5. Next shall follow miscellaneous business. 

6. The entertainment provided for shall then be in order. 

7. After which the meeting may be closed by singing. 

The meetings shall be open to such guests as any of the members. 
may invite. 

At special meetings it shall not be required that the order of 
business laid down for the regular meetings be observed. 


ARTICLE 17. 


$1. In Miscellaneous Business no one shall speak more than five. 
minutes at a time without permission from the Society. 

§2. In all points of order the presiding officers shall be guided 
by the rules laid down in Roberts’ Rules of Order. 


ARTICLE 18. 


These By-Laws may be amended or annulled by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any meeting of the corporation, 
such alterations having been handed in in writing through the 
Board of Managers, or by three members.
